Attention  should  be  called  to  the  attempted  change  of  the 
present  law  as  found  in  House  Bill  No.  1566  of  1912.  Briefly 
stated,  it  is  simply  an  attempt  to  create  a  new  species  of  dentist 
to  be  known  as  the  "dental  nurse." 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  bill  the  nurse  would  have  the  right 
to  perform  operations  upon  the  human  teeth  and  gums  that 
require  the  highest  skill  of  the  trained  and  registered  dentist. 
She  would  be  allowed  the  use  of  every  instrument  in  the  dentist's 
office.  She  might  treat  the  most  serious  and  painful  diseases  that 
the  teeth  and  adjacent  parts  are  subject  to.  In  fact,  everything 
of  a  medical,  surgical  and  scientific  nature  in  dentistry  would 
be  open  to  her  under  this  bill,  except  alone  the  purely  mechanical 
operations,  —  the  filling  of  teeth,  making  plates,  setting  crowns, 
bridges,  etc.,  and  even  those  might  well  be  included  under  the 
clause:  "Assisting  a  registered  dentist  during  the  performance 
of  his  dental  operations,"  found  in  section  8  of  the  bill. 

To  effectively  clean  the  teeth  it  is  necessary  at  times  to  use  the 
dental  engine;  the  "dental  muse,"  therefore,  would  be  privileged 
to  use  the  same. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  none  but  those  trained  and  edu- 
cated to  the  present  standard  of  the  Massachusetts  requirements 
should  be  permitted  to  handle  in  the  human  mouth  this  surgical 
instrument. 

It  must  be  apparent  that  any  provision  limiting  the  duties  or 
privileges  of  such  a  nurse  would  be  elastic;  for  instance,  who 
shall  decide  where  cleansing  of  the  teeth  stops  and  dental  opera- 
tions begin?  If  certain  places  in  the  teeth  require  cleansing 
and  cannot  be  reached  without  the  use  of  instruments,  could  the 
dental  nurse  use  such  instruments?  And  in  the  treatment  of 
Rigg's  disease,  who  shall  draw  the  line  between  the  use  of  applica- 
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tions  for  the  patient's  relief  and  the  use  of  dental  instruments 
when  necessary? 

But  "dental  nurse"  is  a  misnomer.  Cleansing,  wedging  and 
examination  of  the  teeth,  the  treatment  of  Rigg's  disease,  and  the 
use  of  dental  instruments,  as  this  proposed  legislation  would  give 
to  dental  nurses,  is  not  nursing  at  all,  but  practicing  dentistry, 
requiring  sometimes  the  utmost  skill  of  the  trained  and  con- 
scientious dentist.  A  nurse  has  no  place  in  the  dental  office  as 
she  has  in  the  sick  room  or  hospital.  Attendants  good  dentists 
very  properly  have,  but  nurses  as  such  are  not  needed  and  are 
unknown. 

Obviously,  such  a  law  would  be  simply  subjecting  the  public 
to  the  cheap,  unskillful  workmanship  and  quackery  that  formerly 
disgraced  the  profession  in  Massachusetts,  the  prevention  of  which 
was,  and  still  is,  the  very  purpose  of  our  dental  law. 

The  advocates  of  this  proposed  legislation  have  not  one  word 
to  say  in  defense  of  this  "dental  nurse"  in  private  practice,  except 
as  a  means  of  increasing  the  office  income,  but  urge  by  way  of 
excuse,  as  it  were,  the  need  for  the  nurse  in  dispensary,  infirmary 
and  hospital  work  and  among  the  poor  children  in  our  public 
schools,  as  if  the  proper  practice  of  dentistry  among  the  un- 
fortunate and  the  poor  did  not  require  the  same  skill  and  efficiency 
as  among  the  rich,  or  because,  perhaps,  the  unfortunate  and  the 
poor  would  be  satisfied  with  inferior  and  limited  service. 

There  is  no  charity  in  this,  and  if  the  city  or  State  is  to  pro- 
vide assistance  of  this  kind  to  the  poor  as  suggested,  the  city 
or  State  cannot  afford  to  be  a  party  to  the  scheme.  The  rich, 
though  sometimes  imposed  upon,  may  choose  their  own  dentists, 
the  poor  cannot,  and  all  are  entitled  to  the  equal  protection  of  the 
law. 

The  real  danger  lies  in  the  employment  of  such  nurses,  not  in 
hospital  or  dispensary  work,  but  in  the  private  dental  offices 
throughout  the  State.  Under  such  legislation,  every  incompetent 
unregistered  dentist,  man  or  woman,  who  now  or  in  the  future 
may  wish  to  practice  in  violation  of  the  law,  may  easily  qualify 
as  a  nurse;  and  the  unscrupulous  registered  dentist,  commercially 
inclined,  with  spacious  office  and  many  chairs  fitted  up  like  a 
tonsorial  parlor,  might  well  carry  on  a  thriving  business  at  the 
expense  of  the  public  with  these  "dental  nurses,"  and  in  that 
way  evade  the  law. 
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In  performing  dental  operations,  not  permitted  in  her  license, 
the  unscrupulous  employer,  as  well  as  the  nurse,  would  be  in- 
terested to  shield  each  other,  and  how  is  the  public  to  be  pro- 
tected? What  will  prevent  the  dental  nurse,  man  or  woman, 
from  attempting  to  perform  every  operation  upon  the  teeth  that 
the  patient  needs  or  calls  for?  Who  will  be  on  hand  to  say  when 
the  limit  of  the  nurse's  authority  has  been  reached  or  exceeded? 
With  such  legislation  the  constant  service  of  a  host  of  detectives 
and  agents  among  the  dental  offices  of  the  State  would  be  necessary 
to  enable  the  Board  and  police  authorities  to  protect  the  public 
from  violations  of  our  existing  law,  and  if  arrests  were  made 
convictions  would  well  nigh  be  impossible. 

Obviously,  the  objection  must  be  apparent.  The  passing  of 
such  a  bill  would  be  the  opening  of  the  door  to  an  indiscriminate 
lot  of  unqualified  adventurers  to  the  general  practice  of  dentistry 
and  a  virtual  repeal  of  the  present  law,  to  say  nothing  of  the  very 
great  expense  and  additional  public  appropriations  that  would  be 
needed  for  this  proposed  charity. 

If  legislation  of  this  kind  is  at  all  desirable,  why  not  give  this 
extra  work  to  the  young  graduate  in  dentistry?  They, need  it, 
the  young  men  and  women  who  have  spent  years  in  equipping  and 
educating  themselves  for  the  profession. 

These  petitioners  have  sought  the  same  legislation  for  the  past 
three  years,  and  the  committee  on  public  health  has  each  year 
reported  against  it.  This  year  new  methods  were  employed,  and 
new  arguments  in  support  of  the  legislation  never  used  before 
were  advanced,  principally  that  it  is  a  charity  primarily  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor.     This  is  the  joker  of  the  bill. 

It  was  proposed  and  supported  by  many  who  are  recognized 
as  the  highest  fee-gatherers  in  the  profession;  it  was  also  supported 
by  the  proprietors  and  managers  of  the  so-called  "dental  parlors, " 
the  two  classes  who  would  be  the  principal  beneficiaries  of  the 
"dental  nurse  bill,"  while  the  public  who  do  not  need  charity, 
and  whom  the  law  should  protect,  will  be  the  prey  of  the  un- 
scrupulous and  unskilled. 

The  Board,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  bill,  and  recog- 
nizing the  broad  latitude  that  it  gave  to  the  "dental  nurse,"  saw 
the  grave  danger  that  would  come  to  the  public  through  its 
enactment  into  law,  and  appeared  at  the  hearings  in  opposition 
to  it. 
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Violations  of  the  law  in  eight  cases  were  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  during  the  year.  These  were  properly  com- 
plained of  and  prosecuted  in  the  courts  by  the  regular  officers 
of  the  law. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  for  the  examination  of  candidates 
for  1913  will  be  held  in  Boston  March  5,  6  and  7,  June  5,  6  and  7 
and  October  23,  24  and  25.

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RULES  GOVERNING  EXAMINATIONS. 


1.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  take  the  examination  unless  he  or  she 
be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  of  good  moral  character. 

2.  The  Board  will  meet  three  times  a  year  for  the  examination  of  candi- 
dates, viz.,  in  March,  June  and  October. 

3.  Candidates  presenting  themselves  must  file  their  application  with  the 
secretary,  and  at  the  same  time  pay  to  him  a  fee  of  $20,  which  fee  cannot 
in  any  case  be  returned.  A  candidate  failing  to  pass  will  be  entitled  to  one 
re-examination  free  of  charge;  for  each  subsequent  examination  a  fee  of 
$5  will  be  charged.  Applications  must  be  filed  ten  days  prior  to  the  exam- 
ination. 

4.  No  temporary  permits  or  license  can  be  granted  under  any  circum- 
stances whatever. 

5.  The  theoretical  examinations  will  be  in  writing  on  the  following  sub- 
jects, and  in  the  English  language:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry, 
materia  medica,  therapeutics,  metallurgy,  histology,  pathology,  ansesthesis, 
oral  surgery,  orthodontia,  operative  and  prosthetic  dentistry.  There  also 
must  be  a  practical  demonstration  of  skill  in  operative  dentistry. 

6.  All  written  examinations  must  be  on  paper  furnished  by  the  sec- 
retary. The  Board  will  also  provide  chairs  for  the  practical  examina- 
tions, but  the  applicants  must  furnish  their  own  patients,  instruments  and 
materials. 

7.  Any  candidate  detected  in  giving  or  obtaining  aid  during  examina- 
tions will  be  dismissed  from  the  room,  and  his  or  her  papers  will  be  re- 
jected for  the  entire  examination. 

8.  The  handwriting  of  candidates  must  be  legible;  spelling  and  use  of 
correct  language  will  be  considered  in  making  up  the  rating  on  the  answers. 

9.  The  questions  must  not  be  removed  from  the  books,  nor  copies  of 
them  made. 

10.  Each  candidate  will  receive  a  card,  with  his  or  her  examination 
number.  By  this  number  shall  the  candidates  be  known  throughout  the 
examination.

Eight  cases  of  violation  of  the  dental  law  have  been  reported 
to  the  Board  during  the  year.  These  were  promptly  com- 
plained of  to  the  proper  police  authorities,  and  by  them 
duly  prosecuted  in  the  courts.  In  each  case  the  defendant  was 
fined  $50.  Seven  cases  are  at  the  present  time  being  in- 
vestigated. The  law  makes  no  special  provision  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  offenders,  and  the  Board  has  no  authority  to  take 
initiatory  action  for  its  enforcement.  The  Board,  however, 
deems  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  law  should  be  more 
generally  enforced^  because  it  is  well  known  that,  in  at  least 
the  populous  centers  through  the  State,  there  are  many  un- 
registered persons  practicing  dentistry  openly  and  in  defiance 
of  the  law. 

Realizing  this  condition  of  things  and  suggesting  a  remedy, 
the  Board  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  Commission 
on  Economy  and  Efficiency  :  — 

Boston,  Dec.  31,  1912. 

Hon.  Norman  H.  White,  Chairman,  Commission  on  Economy  and  Effi- 
ciency, State  House,  Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry 
last  evening  the  following  resolution  was  passed :  — 

Whereas,  The  laws  concerning  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  are  openly  violated  by  illegal  practitioners 
not  registered;  and 

Whereas,  Such  practice  by  an  uneducated  and  unskilled  so-called  den- 
tist is  a  danger  to  the  welfare  of  unsuspicious  persons  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistrjr  of  the  Commonwealth 
is  unable  both  by  lack  of  funds  and  by  lack  of  the  individual  time  to  en- 
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force  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  concerning  the  practice  of  dentistry, 
we  therefore  wish  to  inscribe  upon  our  records  a  resolution  which  shall 
also  be  transmitted  to  the  Commission  (of  the  Commonwealth)  on  Econ- 
omy and  Efficiency,  as  follows:  — 

The  undersigned,  composing  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  believe  that  the  public  welfare 
will  be  conserved  if  there  shall  be  established  a  department  under  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  or  some  other 
department  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  legal 
department  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  concerning  public  health. 

It  is  our  belief  that  our  regularly  and  duly  registered  practicing  dentists 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  are  anxious  to  assist  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  State's  law,  and  if  they  find  the  illegal  practice  of  dentistry  would 
report  immediately  to  the  prosecuting  Board.  The  prosecuting  Board 
in  turn  would  make  direct  complaint  to  the  local  authorities  of  the  local 
police  in  each  city  or  town  where  the  law  was  being  broken,  and  by  this 
method,  without  great  expense  to  the  Commonwealth  and  without  sacri- 
fice of  individual  time  and  endeavor,  the  law  concerning  the  practice  of 
dentistry  in  the  Commonwealth  would  be  conserved. 

Furthermore,  we  believe  that  such  a  prosecuting  officer  would  be  of 
great  value  for  other  boards,  which  are  situated  similarly  to  the  State 
Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry,  and  that  these  boards,  as  well  as  this 
Board,  would  find  in  this  prosecuting  department  a  department  which 
could  and  would  keep  in  touch  with  the  local  authorities  concerning  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  regarding  public  health.

In  our  last  report  the  Board  called  attention  to  the  at- 
tempted change  in  the  law  as  found  in  House  Bill  No.  1566 
of  1912,  relative  to  the  creation  of  the  so-called  "dental 
nurse,"  with  reasons  why  that  bill  should  not  pass.  "Under 
the  provisions  of  that  bill  the  nurse  would  have  the  right  to 
perform  operations  upon  the  human  teeth  and  gums  that 
required  the  highest  skill  of  the  trained  and  registered  dentist." 
Another  bill  containing  a  provision  to  the  same  effect  has 
already  been  filed  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  present  year.  The  protection  of  the  public,  and  the 
interests  and  good  name  of  the  profession  as  well,  are  involved, 
and  the  Board  is  still  of  the  opinion  that  such  provision 
of  the  proposed  bill  should  not  pass. 

To  the  simple  cleaning  of  the  teeth  with  brush  and  tooth 
powder  or  similar  preparations,  such  as  a  child  may  do,  there 
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is  no  objection,  and  ought  not  to  be  any  restriction;  but  the 
proper  and  thorough  cleansing  of  the  teeth,  involving  as  it 
must  the  removal  of  the  hardened  deposits  from  the  surface 
of  the  teeth  and  from  beneath  the  gums,  necessitating  the  use 
of  the  dental  engine  and  sharpened  metal  instruments,  is 
quite  a  different  matter,  and  no  person  should  be  allowed  to 
thus  practice  on  the  public,  at  least  as  a  matter  of  business 
and  for  hire,  unless  duly  qualified. 

It  is  true  that  the  care  and  thorough  cleansing  of  the  teeth, 
especially  in  our  public  and  private  hospitals,  schools  and 
charitable  institutions,  for  the  preservation  of  the  teeth  and 
prevention  of  decay,  may  and  no  doubt  would  be  a  very 
desirable  acquisition  for  this  purpose.  But  such  "dental 
nurse"  —  using  these  words  for  want  of  a  better  term  —  should, 
after  examination  by  the  Board,  be  duly  certified  and  registered 
under  the  law  as  competent  to  cleanse,  and  strictly  limited  to 
the  cleansing  of  teeth,  whether  employed  in  hospitals,  schools 
or  charitable  institutions.  This  "dental  nurse"  would  then 
have  the  right  to  teach  the  patients  and  pupils  how  to  care 
for,  clean  and  preserve  the  teeth. 

This  would  certainly  be  an  advance  in  the  education  of 
our  children  and  a  great  benefit  to  the  poor.  To  this  extent 
and  thus  carefully  restricted,  the  idea  of  "dental  nurse"  now, 
as  heretofore,  meets  with  the  entire  approval  of  the  Board. 

As  stated,  however,  in  our  last  report:  "The  real  danger 
lies  in  the  employment  of  such  nurses,  not  in  hospital  or 
dispensary  work,  but  in  the  private  dental  offices  throughout  the 
State.  Under  such  legislation,  every  incompetent  unregistered 
dentist,  man  or  woman,  who  now  or  in  the  future  may  wish 
to  practice  in  violation  of  the  law,  may  easily  qualify  as 
a  nurse;  and  the  unscrupulous  registered  dentist,  commercially 
inclined,  with  spacious  office  and  many  chairs  fitted  up  like 
a  tonsorial  parlor,  might  well  carry  on  a  thriving  business 
at  the  expense  of  the  public  with  these  dental  nurses,  and  in 
that  way  evade  the  law." 

Convictions  for  practicing  dentistry  by  these  certified 
"dental  nurses"  would  well  nigh  be  impossible.  Obviously, 
the  objection  must  be  apparent.  The  passing  of  such  a  bill 
would   be  the   opening   of  the   door   to   an   indiscriminate   lot 
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of  unqualified  adventurers  to  the  general  practice  of  dentistry 
and  a  virtual  repeal  of  the  present  law.  Therefore,  the  work 
of  these  qualified  "nurses"  should  be  strictly  limited  to  public 
and  private  hospitals,  schools  and  charitable  institutions. 

In  all  other  respects  our  law  in  relation  to  the  practice 
of  dentistry,  as  it  stands  at  the  present  time,  is  entirely  satis- 
factory. 

The  proposed  act,  like  that  of  House  Bill  No.  1157  of  1913, 
in  so  far  as  it  suggests  anything  new,  is  too  radically  different 
from  the  general  policy  of  the  law,  and  for  this  reason  seriously 
objectionable.  In  effect  it  seeks  a  repeal  of  and  suggests  a 
substitute  for  the  present  law.  It  makes  of  the  dental  Board 
a  kind  of  inferior  court  for  the  trial  of  complaints  against 
objectionable  registered  dentists,  with  the  right  of  appeal 
by  the  aggrieved  defendant  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
involving  a  knowledge  of  legal  procedure  and  admissibility 
of  evidence  which  the  Board,  no  matter  how  well  qualified 
as  dentists,  can  scarcely  be  expected  to  have. 

This  involves  many  questions  :  Will  the  dentist  complained 
of  have  a  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel  before  the  Board? 
If  so,  will  the  Board  or  complainant  be  entitled  to  the  service 
of  counsel?  And  in  case  of  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  will  the  Board  or  complainant  have  a  right  to  be  repre- 
sented by  counsel,  and  if  so,  from  whence  are  the  funds  neces- 
sary for  the  printing  of  documents  and  other  court  expenses 
to  come? 

The  present  condition  of  things  in  this  respect  obviously 
does  not  call  for  or  warrant  this  extraordinary  innovation  of 
the  law.  A  regularly  registered  dentist,  having  passed  his 
examination  and  received  his  license,  is  supposed  to  be  com- 
petent to  begin  with.  If  guilty  of  negligence,  malpractice 
or  criminal  conduct  in  his  profession,  why  not  let  our  courts  — 
civil  and  criminal  —  have  jurisdiction  of  the  case  as  they  now 
have;  and  then,  by  a  simple  amendment  of  the  present  law 
in  the  usual  way,  let  a  regular  conviction  of  a  serious  offence 
constitute  in  itself  a  revocation  of  the  defendant's  license. 

A  member  of  the  present  dental  Board,  however  well  qualified 
as  a  dentist,  cannot  be  expected  to  be  a  capable  member 
of  the  judiciary  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  annual  registration  proposed,  like  the  yearly  license  of 
fruit  peddlers  on  the  street,  must  necessarily  prove  to  be  an 
intolerable  vexation  to  at  least  a  great  majority  of  the  profes- 
sion. Under  it,  a  competent  and  qualified  dentist  of  long 
practice,  because  of  temporary  absence  or  distraction  of 
business,  forgetting  to  send  his  $1  at  the  proper  time  for 
registration,  would  find  himself  practicing  without  a  license, 
although  so  far  as  the  proposed  bill  is  concerned  he  tvould  not 
be  liable  to  any  penalty. 

Besides,  registered  dentists,  educated  in  Massachusetts, 
and  going  into  other  States  and  countries,  should  have  the 
benefit  of  their  Massachusetts  standing  and  registration,  and 
under  the  proposed  law  could  not  honestly  claim  to  be  regularly 
licensed  dentists  after  the  expiration  of  their  first  year  abroad. 

There  seems  to  be  a  mistaken  idea  among  the  promoters  of 
this  proposed  law  that  this  $1  fee  for  annual  registration, 
which  would  amount  to  $2,000  or  more,  would  constitute  a  fund 
for  prosecution  of  the  law  by  the  Board;  but  the  Board  has 
no  such  power,  nor  could  such  an  arrangement  be  practical 
or  desirable. 

The  Board  is  not,  and  in  the  nature  of  things  could  not 
and  should  not  be,  a  prosecuting  Board.  Each  member, 
having  his  own  office  and  practice  to  attend  to,  has  no  time, 
even  if  there  were  the  funds  for  prosecution,  so  that  the  Board 
could  not  be  a  branch  of  the  police  departments,  or  district 
attorneys'  offices  throughout  the  State.  That  the  Board 
is  always  willing  to  furnish  the  necessary  information  from 
its  records  and  otherwise,  and  to  have  prosecutions  in  any 
part  of  the  Commonwealth,  is  true,  but  clearly  it  cannot  be 
a  prosecuting  Board  under  the  present  policy  of  the  law. 

That  applicants  for  examination  should  have  diplomas  from 
reputable  colleges  is  very  desirable  for  the  good  of  the  public 
and  profession  alike,  but  this  operates  against  the  poor  young 
man  or  woman  who  cannot  afford  a  college  education,  and 
there  are  two  sides  to  this  question. 

The  recall  of  any  member  of  the  Board  for  incompetency 
or  neglect  of  duty,  as  suggested  by  the  proposed  bill,  would 
be  a  reflection  upon  the  Governor  and  Council  on  his  original 
appointment,    and    even    if    any    such    member    should    unfor- 
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tunately  neglect  his  duty  on  the  Board,  or  prove  to  be  in- 
competent, or  for  any  reason  undesirable,  the  safety  of  the 
public  is  not  seriously  involved,  and  the  expiration  of  his 
term  would  be  a  more  sensible  and  satisfactory  method  of 
recall. 

The  Board,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  Bill,  and 
realizing  the  grave  danger  that  would  come  to  the  public 
through  its  enactment  into  law,  appeared  at  the  hearing  in 
opposition. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  for  the  examination  of  candidates 
for  1914  will  be  held  in  Boston,  March  4,  5  and  6,  June  3, 
4  and  5,  October  28,  29  and  30.

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RULES  GOVERNING  EXAMINATIONS. 


1.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  take  the  examination  unless  he  or  she 
be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  of  good  moral  character. 

2.  The  Board  will  meet  three  times  a  year  for  the  examination  of  candi- 
dates, viz.,  in  March,  June  and  October. 

3.  Candidates  presenting  themselves  must  file  their  application  with 
the  secretary,  and  at  the  same  time  pay  to  him  a  fee  of  $20,  which  fee  can- 
not in  any  case  be  returned.  A  candidate  failing  to  pass  will  be  entitled  to 
one  re-examination  free  of  charge;  for  each  subsequent  examination  a 
fee  of  $5  will  be  charged.  Applications  must  be  filed  ten  days  prior  to  the 
examination. 

4.  No  temporary  permits  of  license  can  be  granted  under  any  circum- 
stances whatever. 

5.  The  theoretical  examination  will  be  in  writing  on  the  following  sub- 
jects, and  in  the  English  language:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry, 
materia  medica,  therapeutics,  metallurgy,  histology,  pathology,  anses- 
thesis,  oral  surgery,  orthodontia,  operative  and  prosthetic  dentistry. 
There  also  must  be  a  practical  demonstration  of  skill  in  operative  dentistry. 

6.  All  written  examinations  must  be  on  paper  furnished  by  the  secre- 
tary. The  Board  will  also  provide  chairs  for  the  practical  examinations, 
but  the  applicants  must  furnish  their  own  patients,  instruments  and 
materials. 

7.  Any  candidate  detected  in  giving  or  obtaining  aid  during  examina- 
tions will  be  dismissed  from  the  room,  and  his  or  her  papers  will  be  rejected 
for  the  entire  examination. 

8.  The  handwriting  of  candidate  must  be  legible;  spelling  and  use  of 
correct  language  will  be  considered  in  making  up  the  rating  on  the  answers. 

9.  The  questions  must  not  be  removed  from  the  books,  nor  copies 
from  them  made. 

10.  Each  candidate  will  receive  a  card,  with  his  or  her  examination 
number.  By  this  number  shall  the  candidates  be  known  throughout  the 
examination.

Sie: — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  section  26, 
chapter  78  of  the  Revised  Laws,  in  relation  to  the  registration 
of  dentists,  the  State  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry  has  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  the  twenty-eighth  annual  report,  ending 
Dec.  31,  1914. 

The  commission  of  Thomas  J.  Barrett,  D.D.S.,  of  Worcester 
having  expired  in  April,  he  was  reappointed  a  member  of  this 
Board  by  Your  Excellency  for  three  years,  and  he  qualified 
according  to  law. 

Three  meetings  have  been  held  for  examinations,  in  March 
4,  5,  6,  June  2,  3,  4,  5,  October  21,  22,  23,  24.  The  results  of 
these  examinations  are  as  follows :  —

The  Board  has  occasion  again  to  report  that  a  large  number 
of  applicants  for  examination  have  had  no  education  or  train- 
ing in  any  dental  school  or  college.  Their  inadequate  training 
and  knowledge  of  dentistry,  therefore,  must  have  been  acquired 
in   unlawful   practice,    or   attempting   to   practice   dentistry   in 
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private  offices;  and  as  these  applicants  very  frequently  appear 
for  examination  ten,  twelve  and  fourteen  times,  the  Board  feels 
that  it  is  due  to  the  profession,  and  the  public  alike,  that  the 
law  be  changed  in  Massachusetts,  as  in  other  States,  requiring 
all  applicants  for  examination  to  have  a  college  diploma  or 
certificate  of  examination  from  a  reputable  dental  college, 
showing  the  candidate  has  passed  his  second-year  examinations. 

Attention  should  be  again  called  to  the  attempted  change  in 
the  present  law  creating  the  so-called  "dental  nurse,"  and  also 
to  the  proposed  act  which  practically  repeals  the  present  dental 
law  and  substitutes  for  the  present  Board  "a  board  of  dental 
examiners."  For  the  reasons  assigned  in  our  last  report,  which 
need  not  be  repeated,  the  Board  disapproves  of  both  these 
measures. 

As  to  the  merits  of  these  changes  in  the  law,  there  seems  to 
be  a  divided  opinion  among  the  members  of  the  profession. 
Both  measures  were  defeated  in  1913.  The  advocates  however, 
with  a  good  deal  of  feeling  and  perseverance,  had  the  matter 
again  before  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  A  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  again  appeared  in  opposition  before 
the  committee  having  them  in  charge,  and  again  both  measures 
failed  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Legislature. 

Wholly  irrelevant  to  the  merits  and  demerits  of  these  bills, 
but  evidently  growing  out  of  the  disappointment  in  not  having 
them  enacted  into  law,  a  communication,  dated  April  21,  1914, 
signed  by  the  following  doctors,  Waldo  E.  Boardman,  Charles 
M.  Proctor,  Horace  L.  Howe,  Charles  E.  B.  Chase,  H.  W. 
Hardy,  A.  H.  St.C.  Chase,  Jean  J.  Loizeaux,  Frank  T.  Taylor, 
was  formulated  and  presented  to  the  Governor  and  Council, 
charging  that  after  examination  by  one  of  the  complainants, 
"during  the  months  of  December,  1912,  and  January,  1913," 
"the  funds  in  the  hands  of  said  Board  of  Registration  in  Den- 
tistry have  not  been  used  for  the  purpose  provided  by  law,  nor 
are  the  vouchers  in  any  proper  form  for  the  gaining  of  any 
knowledge  for  the  purposes  of  said  expenditures  by  the  Board," 
and  suggesting  an  official  investigation  of  the  matter  by  the 
Commission  on  Efficiency  and  Economy  "to  cover  a  period  of 
at  least  ten  years,  or  for  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Efficiency 
and  Economy  may  deem  necessary." 
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This  communication  was  referred  to  said  commission  by 
Your  Excellency,  and  the  commission  accordingly  made  a  thor- 
ough investigation  of  the  preferred  charges  and  a  carefully  pre- 
pared detailed  statement  of  its  findings  in  its  report,  covering  a 
period  of  ten  years  from  1903  to  1913. 

In  addition  to  the  charges  in  the  above  communication,  Dr. 
Boardman  appeared  before  the  commission  and  "called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  members  of  the  State  Board  charged 
the  State  for  their  dues  in  the  National  and  New  England 
Association  of  Dental  Examiners,"  and  also  "that  when  the 
National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners  met  here  in  the  year 
1908  the  State  Board  expended  a  considerable  amount  in  enter- 
taining the  visiting  members." 

Incidentally  the  commission  also  investigated  these  addi- 
tional charges  and,  in  justice  to  the  Board  as  well  as  its  good 
name  and  standing  before  the  public,  which  all  public  officials 
should  have,  and  also  because  of  the  valuable  recommendations 
of  the  commission  as  to  the  administration  of  the  dental  law, 
the  Board  feels  that  this  report  should  be  published  and  pre- 
served for  future  reference. 

The  document  is  too  long  to  be  wholly  incorporated  in  this 
report,  but  as  bearing  upon  the  above  charges  against  the 
Board  and  including  the  recommendations  of  the  commission, 
the  Board  begs  leave  to  quote  as  follows  (the  report  is  dated 
June  2,  1914) :  — 

Association  of  Dental  Examinees. 

In  an  interview  with  Dr.  Boardman,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  petition, 
he  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  members  of  the  State  Board  charged 
the  State  for  their  dues  in  the  National  and  the  New  England  Association 
of  Dental  Examiners.  This  is  explained  by  stating  that  on  account  of 
their  being  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry  it  is 
desirable  for  them  to  belong  to  these  associations.  Membership  in  such 
associations  appears  to  be  of  an  official  nature  rather  than  personal  or 
strictly  professional,  and,  accordingly,  the  dues  appear  to  be  a  proper 
charge  against  the  appropriations.  The  expenses  of  a  delegate  to  the 
annual  conventions  likewise  appear  to  be  a  proper  public  expense,  and 
must  be  authorized  by  the  Governor,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  similar 
items  of  expense  in  other  boards  and  departments. 

Dr.  Boardman  also  stated  that  he  understood  that  when  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Examiners  met  here  in  the  year  1908,  the  State 
Board  expended  a  considerable  amount  in  entertaining  the  visiting  mem- 
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bers.  An  examination  of  the  1908  accounts  fails  to  show  where  any 
money  was  expended  out  of  the  Board's  appropriations  for  this  conven- 
tion. It  would  appear  that  Dr.  Boardman  had  been  misinformed  on 
this  matter.  .  .  . 

Investigations  and  Prosecutions. 

In  Dr.  Dowsley's  statement  of  expenses  dated  Nov.  29,  1913,  item  No.  4 
is:  "Forty-three  days  spent  in  Boston  investigating  cases  of  violation  of 
the  law  .  .  .  $90.25."  This  covers  a  period  of  six  months.  In  this  item, 
$86.50  appears  under  the  caption  "meals."  This  matter  was  taken  up 
with  Dr.  Dowsley,  who  stated  that  the  $86.50  was  not  expended  for  meals, 
but  was  a  charge  for  time  spent  investigating  matters  pertaining  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  dental  law. 

Relative  to  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry  prosecuting  cases 
against  nonregistered  persons  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  and 
malpractice,  Dr.  Dowsley  made  the  following  statement:  "While  there  is 
a  penalty  for  such  violations  of  the  law,  it  is  nobody's  business  to  prose- 
cute. The  persons  who  make  such  complaint,  naturally  come  to  the 
president  of  the  Board,  whose  office  is  located  in  Boston.  While  I  realized 
that  it  was  not  any  duty  of  mine  to  do  it,  at  the  same  time  the  interest  I 
had  in  the  law,  and  in  the  Board,  induced  me  to  take  up  that  work  and 
put  in  the  time  necessary  to  carry  out  these  prosecutions  and  investiga- 
tions. In  every  case  where  we  had  prosecutions  I  was  obliged  to  go  to 
court.  I  have  had  about  125  prosecutions  in  my  time.  Practically  80  per 
cent,  of  them  were  convictions.  There  is  hardly  a  day  but  what  a  com- 
plaint of  some  kind  or  other  is  brought  to  my  attention  in  my  office. " 

While  there  is  no  statutory  provision  for  reimbursement  for  time  con- 
sumed in  investigating  and  prosecuting  cases,  it  is  only  reasonable  to  as- 
sume that  the  Legislature,  in  providing  a  penalty,  intended  that  such  cases 
should  be  prosecuted. 

It  would  appear  from  this  investigation  that  the  only  possible  ground 
for  the  contention  "that  the  funds  of  the  Board  have  not  been  used  for 
purposes  provided  by  law,"  is  the  charge  of  Dr.  Dowsley  for  "time,  serv- 
ices and  expenses  in  connection  with  cases  of  nonregistered  dentists  and 
malpractice."  In  regard  to  this  item  this  commission  feels  that  while  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry  may  be  criticized  for  assuming  duties 
not  specifically  assigned  to  it  by  law,  nevertheless  they  should  be  com- 
mended for  the  good  results  that  have  been  obtained  by  the  exercise  of 
these  self-imposed  duties.  In  connection  with  this  it  might  be  well  to 
state  that  Dr.  Boardman,  one  of  the  petitioners,  stated  to  the  Commission 
on  Economy  and  Efficiency,  in  reply  to  a  question,  that  if  he  were  in  Dr. 
Dowsley's  position,  he  would  investigate  and  prosecute  such  cases  as  had 
been  investigated  by  Dr.  Dowsley,  but  that  he  would  not  consider  it  his 
duty  to  do  so.  .  .  . 

In  regard  to  the  charge  that  "the  vouchers  are  not  in  any  proper  form 
for  the  gaining  of  any  knowledge  for  the  purposes  of  said  expenditures  by 
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the  Board,"  this  commission  feels  that  previous  to  last  year,  there  was,  in 
the  bills  submitted,  a  marked  lack  of  detail  concerning  some  of  the  items. 
Inasmuch  as  Dr.  Dowsley  stated  that  he  had  never  had  a  voucher  returned 
to  him  from  the  Auditor's  office,  it  would  seem  that  the  criticisms  should 
rest  in  part  on  the  Auditor's  office,  whose  acceptance  of  the  bills  was  re- 
garded by  the  Board  as  proof  that  they  were  properly  made  out.  More- 
over, the  vouchers  and  expense  accounts  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Regis- 
tration in  Dentistry  are  no  more  unsatisfactory  than  vouchers  and  accounts 
submitted  by  many  other  state  boards  and  departments  in  the  past.  Just 
criticism  must  accordingly  be  general  aDd  against  a  common  practice,  and 
not  against  this  particular  Board.  This  matter  has  been  corrected  in  a 
measure  by  the  Auditor's  office,  which  last  year  instituted  detailed  expense 
sheets  for  ah  State  departments.  .  .  . 

SUMMAKY  OF  FINDINGS. 

A.  With  regard  to  the  charge  that  "the  funds  in  the  hands  of  said 
Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry  have  not  been  used  for  the  purposes 
provided  by  law,"  the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency  finds  that  — 

1.  The  expenditures  have  been  made  in  part  for  objects  specifically 
authorized  by  law;  in  part  for  ordinary  and  practically  universal  objects 
of  expense,  such  as,  telephone,  telegraph,  express  and  stationery,  which 
are  properly  included  under  "other  necessary  expenses"  as  authorized  by 
the  appropriation  acts;  and  in  part  for  other  expenditures  which  are  dis- 
cussed in  paragraphs  2  and  3  following. 

2.  The  expenditures  for  dues  in  associations  of  dental  examiners 
(amounting  to  only  $20  annually  for  the  entire  Board),  although  not  author- 
ized by  law,  are  for  a  public  purpose  inasmuch  as  it  is  only  reasonable  to 
assume  that  if  there  aie  any  benefits  derived  from  such  associations  the 
Commonwealth,  and  not  the  individual,  is  the  beneficiary.  Membership 
in  these  associations  is  limited  to  dental  examiners  engaged  in  public  work 
similar  tc  that  of  the  Massachusetts  Board. 

3.  Charges  for  services  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the  investiga- 
tion and  prosecution  of  alleged  violations  of  the  dental  law,  although  not 
authorized  by  law,  are  made  by  one  member,  the  chairman.  The  charges 
therefor  are  not  commensurate  with  che  time  actually  spent  on  such 
investigation  and  prosecutions  and  with  the  time  lose  in  private  practice. 
Expenditures  for  this  purpose  appear  to  be  proper  charges  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  law  provides  penalties  for  violation  thereof,  but  no  agency 
for  investigating  and  prosecuting  alleged  cases  of  such  violations.  Accord- 
ing to  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Dowsley,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Dentistry,  expenditures  for  this  purpose  were  made  with  the  express 
approval  of  former  State  Auditor,  Henry  E.  Turner. 

4.  Expenditures  for  several  objects  appear  to  be  reasonable  in  amount. 

5.  Vouchers  for  all  expenditures  were  examined  by  the  Auditor's  office 
ac  the  time  the  accounts  were  submitted,  and,  according  to  the  testimony 
of  members  cf  the  Board,  no  vouchers  have  been  questioned. 
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6.  Fees  for  examination  have  been  turned  into  the  State  treasury  in 
accordance  with  instructions  of  the  State  Auditor,  and  the  receipts  of  the 
Boaid  have  been  periodically  audited  by  a  representative  of  the  Auditor's 
office. 

B.  With  regard  to  the  charge  that  the  vouchers  are  not  "in  any 
proper  form  for  the  gaining  of  any  knowledge  of  the  purposes  of  said 
expenditures  by  the  Board,"  the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency 
finds  that  — 

1.  The  vouchers  and  accounts  as  filed  by  the  several  members  of  the 
Board  in  most  instances  lack  detailed  information  as  to  points  of  travel, 
purposes  of  travel,  and  in  many  cases  the  dates  on  which  expenses  were 
incurred.  While  the  form  in  which  some  vouchers  have  been  submitted 
is  open  to  criticism,  on  investigation  the  items  of  expense  have  been  found 
to  be  the  proper  charges.  • 

2.  The  printed  reports  of  the  Auditor's  department  contain  for  some  of 
the  years  investigated  by  this  commission  erroneous  analyses  of  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry  which  are  misleading,  as, 
for  example,  in  1903  the  Auditor's  report  contains  an  item  "rent,"  $511.17, 
whereas  the  correct  charge  for  rent  foi  that  year  was  $229.72,  or  less  than 
hah  the  amount  shown  in  the  Auditor's  report. 

3.  The  voucheis  and  accounts  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Dentistry  for  the  period  under  consideration  are  no  more  unsatisfactory 
than  those  submitted  by  any  other  State  boards  and  departments.  The 
form  of  expense  accounts  has  been  improved,  and  more  detailed  informa- 
tion is  now  presented  as  a  result  of  new  forms  of  expense  sheets  instituted 
by  the  Auditor's  office  last  year. 

Recommendations. 
In  order  to  correct  some  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  found  during 
the  investigation  of  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Dentistry,  the  Commis- 
sion on  Economy  and  Efficiency  respectfully  submits  the  following  recom- 
mendations: — 

1.  That  prevision  be  made  for  some  duly  authorized  officer  to  investi- 
gate and  prosecute  alleged  violations  of  the  law  for  the  several  boards  of 
registration  in  place  of  the  present  practice  of  leaving  such  investigation 
and  prosecution  to  the  several  beards. 

2.  That  a  central  office  be  established  for  handling  the  business  and 
clerical  work  of  the  several  boards  of  registration,  so  as  to  relieve  the  mem- 
bers of  each  board  of  such  duties.  Some  centralization  would  result  in 
economy,  since  the  nucleus  of  such  an  office  exists  in  the  present  offices 
maintained  by  the  boards  of  registration  in  medicine,  nurses  and  phar- 
macy, and  very  little,  if  any,  additional  office  force  would  be  required  fco 
handle  the  routine  work  for  which  the  several  boards  are  now  each  making 
independent  expenditures. 

3.  That  the  Auditor's  office  insist  upon  adequate  detailed  expense  ac- 
counts, setting  forth  clearly  the  place,  time  and  purpose  of  the  several

classes  of  expenditures,  and  insist  on  all  expense  accounts  and  bills  being 
submitted  promptly  for  settlement,  so  that  the  expenditures  may  be 
charged  to  the  year  in  which  actually  incurred. 

Central  Office. 

It  might  be  well  at  this  time  to  recommend  again  a  central  office  for  the 
investigation  and  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine,  nursing,  dentistry,  pharmacy,  embalming  and  veterinary 
medicine.  This  matter  was  discussed  by  this  commission  last  year  with 
Attorney-General  Swift,  who  heartily  endorsed  the  plan  and  agreed  to 
draft  a  bill  establishing  such  a  bureau.  No  action,  however,  has  been 
taken  with  regard  to  this  recommendation. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  many  flagrant  violations  of  all  these  laws, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  different  boards  who  do  not  have  the  time 
nor  facilities  to  prosecute,  there  is  no  place  to  lodge  complaints  or  ask  for 
investigation. 

It  would  be  well  also  to  consider  the  advisability  of  having  one  central 
office  or  bureau  to  handle  all  applications  and  fees  for  registration  by  these 
boards,  assist  the  boards  in  arranging  their  examinations  of  applicants  for 
registration,  keep  the  records  for  the  several  boards,  receive  and  investi- 
gate all  complaints,  prosecute  all  violations  of  the  law,  and  serve  as  an 
information  bureau  for  the  general  public. 

This  plan  would  relieve  the  secretaries  of  many  of  their  duties  and  cut 
down  the  running  expenses  of  the  several  boards  by  eliminating  the  rent 
item  and  reducing  the  item  for  clerical  hire  to  a  minimum. 

At  the  present  time,  as  stated  above  by  the  commission, 
there  are  many  flagrant  violations  of  the  dental  law.  The 
Board  has  neither  facilities  nor  authority  to  prosecute  those 
offenders,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  commission  as  to  a 
central  office  for  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  violators 
of  the  law,  as  stated  in  our  last  report,  meet  with  the  entire 
approval  of  the  Board.

The  commissions  of  George  E.  Mitchell,  D.D.S.,  of  Haver- 
hill, and  Mark  D.  Littig,  D.D.S.,  D.M.D.,  M.D.,  of  Boston, 
expired  in  April  last.  On  Dec.  22,  1915,  their  places  were  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  William  M.  Sullivan,  D.D.S.,  of  North 
Adams,  and  George  H.  Payne,  D.D.S.,  of  Boston. 

George  E.  Mitchell  had  served  as  member  of  the  Board  for 
twenty-eight  years;  as  secretary,  for  eighteen  years,  November 
27  last;  and  was  a  member  of  the  orig'nal  Board  appointed  by 
the  late  Governor  Oliver  Ames.  His  untiring  devotion  to  the 
arduous  work  of  secretary  of  this  Board,  his  wide  experience 
as  an  examiner,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  history  and  workings 
of  the  Board  made  him  a  most  valuable  member. 

Mark  D.  Littig  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
John  F.  Dowsley,  resigned,  and  served  one  year. 

John  F.  Dowsley  tendered  his  resignation  after  twenty-seven 
years  of  faithful  and  conscientious  service  rendered  to  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  former  organization  of  the  Board  was  continued,  Thomas 
J.  Barrett,  D.D.S.,  of  Worcester,  chairman,  and  George  E. 
Mitchell,  D.D.S.,  of  Haverhill,  secretary. 

Five  meetings  have  been  held  for  examinations  in  March, 
June,  July,  September  and  November.  The  extra  meetings 
this  year  in  July  and  September  were  made  necessary  by  the 
additional  examination  requirements  under  chapter  301.

On  May  31,  1915,  a  new  act  relative  to  the  practice  of 
dentistry  was  approved  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Walsh. 
This  act  changed  the  name  of  the  Board  from  the  Board  of 
Registration  in  Dentistry  to  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

At  the  time  of  the  approval  of  this  act  the  Board  was  in 
the  midst  of  its  largest  examination  of  the  year.  A  wide  dif- 
ference of  opinion  was  expressed  as  to  whether  or  not  we  could 
finish  the  examinations  under  the  law  that  was  in  force  when 
we  started  the  examinations,  or  would  we  be  obliged  to  conduct 
them  under  the  new  law. 

The  new  and  additional  requirements  placed  on  candidates 
was  a  matter  of  deep  concern  to  the  candidates  and  the  Board 
alike.  We  finally  submitted  the  points  at  issue  to  the  Honor- 
able Attorney-General  in  the  following  form :  —

Dear  Sir:  —  The  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  of  this  Commonwealth 
respectfully  requests  your  opinion  on  section  7,  chapter  301,  General 
Acts  (An  Act  relative  to  the  practice  of  dentistry). 

The  June  meeting  of  said  Board  for  the  examination  of  candidates 
having  been  advertised  in  March  and  April  to  be  held  on  June  1,  2  and 
3,  1915,  under  chapter  137  of  the  Acts  of  1887,  and  amendments  thereto, 
did  not  include  demonstrations  in  prosthetic  dentistry,  as  provided  for 
in  the  law  approved  by  the  Governor  May  31,  1915. 
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The  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  desires  to  know  if  a  certificate  of  fitness 
to  practice  dentistry  can  be  issued  to  those  who  passed  successfully  the 
examination.  What  rights,  if  any,  have  those  who  failed  in  their  exam- 
ination?

Dear  Sir:  —  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  2d  inst.  in  which  you  request  my  opinion,  first,  as  to  whether  a 
certificate  of  fitness  to  practice  dentistry  can  be  issued  to  those  who  have 
passed  successfuUy  the  examination  of  the  Board,  which  did  not  require 
demonstrations  in  prosthetic  dentistry,  as  provided  in  chapter  301  of  the 
Acts  of  1915,  which  took  effect  upon  May  31,  1915;  and  second,  what 
rights,  if  any,  have  those  who  failed  in  their  examination. 

In  my  opinion  your  first  question  must  be  answered  in  the  negative, 
since  the  right  of  the  Board  to  issue  certificates  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  is  based  upon  the  prerequisite  that  candidates  have  been  examined  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  statute. 

As  to  your  second  inquiry,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  those  who  failed  in 
the  examination  which  was  taking  place  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the 
act  have  no  rights  as  against  the  Commonwealth,  other  than  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  being  examined  upon  the  subjects  required  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute.  If  they  are  now  examined  in  relation  to  their 
knowledge  and  capacity  in  prosthetic  dentistry,  and  the  Board,  taking 
into  consideration  their  capacity  in  relation  to  this  subject,  should  be 
still  of  the  opinion  that  they  are  not  qualified  to  practice  dentistry  in 
this  Commonwealth,  I  am  of  opinion  that  they  can  have  no  complaint.

This  opinion,  while  confirming  the  view  that  the  Board  held, 
was  cause  for  much  additional  expense  to  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  candidates.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  additional  requirements  (the  Commonwealth  not  providing 
any)  we  appealed  to  the  faculties  of  Harvard  and  Tufts  Dental 
colleges  for  the  use  of  their  laboratories  and  infirmaries,  and  we 
were  furnished  with  every  facility  that  could  be  expected  for 
such  a  large  number  of  candidates.  We  feel  that  recognition  of 
this  courtesy  is  due  and  entitled  to  be  recorded  in  this  report. 
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Among  the  many  other  changes  under  this  act  are  to  be 
found  some  that  were  recommended  by  the  Board  in  the  past 
which  will  tend  to  raise  materially  the  educational  standards 
and  requirements  of  candidates  seeking  legal  admission  to 
practice  dentistry  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  people  will  benefit  largely  as  the  result. 

On  and  after  June  1,  1916,  only  those  candidates  who  have 
received  a  diploma  from  the  faculty  of  a  reputable  dental 
college,  as  defined  in  section  6  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to 
examination,  and  as  defined  in  section  7,  "a  reputable  dental 
college  shall  among  other  qualifications  require  every  matric- 
ulate to  be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited  high  school  or  present 
proof  of  equivalent  training." 

These  requirements  will  eliminate  entirely  a  large  and  ever- 
increasing  number  of  poorly  equipped  applicants  who  have 
had  neither  preliminary  education  nor  sufficient  dental  or 
surgical  training  to  ever  warrant  taking  the  time  of  the  Board 
to  estimate  their  degree  of  unfitness. 

Another  change  in  line  with  previous  recommendations  of 
the  Board  provides  for  the  education  and  examination  of  a 
trained  dental  hygienist  (or,  to  use  a  term  more  widely  recog- 
nized, a  "dental  nurse")  for  service  in  public  and  private 
schools  and  such  other  institutions  as  the  local  board  of  health 
may  approve. 

It  has  been  represented  for  several  years  past  that  there  is 
not  only  a  need  but  a  great  demand  for  these  specialists  in 
mouth  hygiene  among  the  children  in  public  and  private  schools 
and  in  many  State  and  charitable  institutions. 

To  meet  this  condition  the  Board  in  its  report  of  1913  said, 
"This  would  certainly  be  an  advance  in  the  education  of  our 
children  and  a  great  benefit  to  the  poor.  To  this  extent  and 
thus  carefully  restricted,  the  idea  of  'dental  nurse'  now  as 
heretofore  meets  with  the  entire  approval  of  the  Board." 

To  the  present  time  the  Board  has  not  been  called  upon  to 
give  its  approval  to  any  training  school  for  dental  hygienists, 
nor  have  we  held  any  examinations  on  this  new  branch  of  work 
assigned  to  this  Board  under  section  11. 

We  again  renew  our  recommendations  of  previous  years, 
that  some  direct  method  be  found  to  place  the  responsibility 
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for  the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  the  prosecution  of  offenders. 
The  Board  has  no  authority  to  take  the  initiatory  action  for 
its  enforcement. 

Under  our  present  law  the  need  for  this  is  more  urgent  than 
ever  before.  The  large  number  of  noncollege  graduates,  who 
in  the  past  have  been  allowed  to  take  the  examinations,  will, 
after  June  1  next,  be  unable  to  apply,  and  all  hope  of  their 
being  admitted  to  legal  practice  in  this  Commonwealth  has 
then  passed. 

This  class  of  men,  uneducated  and  unskilled,  many  of  whom 
are  now  in  illegal  practice,  will  resort  to  every  means  to  con- 
tinue. They  constitute  a  grave  danger  to  the  welfare  and 
health  of  the  people  who  happen  to  fall  into  their  hands. 

In  the  past  the  Board  has  recommended  various  ways  that 
this  important  work  could  be  looked  after.  In  a  communica- 
tion of  the  Board  to  the  chairman  of  the  Economy  and  Effi- 
ciency Commission,  dated  Dec.  31,  1912,  it  was  stated  "that 
the  public  welfare  will  be  conserved  if  there  shall  be  established 
a  department  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  or  some  other  department  of  the  Common- 
wealth, which  shall  be  known  as  the  legal  department  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws  concerning  public  health." 

The  Boards  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  have  ways  and 
methods  of  enforcing  their  respective  laws  and  protecting  the 
public,  either  of  which  would  be  acceptable  to  this  Board  if 
given  authority. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  section  4  of  this  act 
the  Board  has  sent  out  notice  calling  for  registration  of  all  the 
registered  dentists  practicing  in  this  Commonwealth.

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RULES  GOVERNING  EXAMINATIONS. 


1.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  take  the  examination  unless  he  or  she 
be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character. 

2.  Every  applicant  for  examination  shall  make  an  application  in  writing 
and  present  proof  of  his  graduation  from  a  reputable  dental  college. 

3.  The  Board  will  meet  three  times  a  year  for  the  examination  of 
candidates,  viz.,  in  March,  June  and  October. 

4.  Candidates  presenting  themselves  must  file  their  application  with 
the  secretary,  and  at  the  same  time  pay  to  him  a  fee  of  $20,  which  fee 
cannot  in  any  case  be  returned.  A  candidate  failing  to  pass  will  be  en- 
titled to  one  re-examination  free  of  charge;  for  each  subsequent  exam- 
ination a  fee  of  $10  will  be  charged.  Applications  must  be  filed  ten  days 
prior  to  the  examination. 

5.  No  temporary  permits  of  license  can  be  granted  under  any  circum- 
stances whatever. 

6.  The  theoretical  examination  will  be  in  writing  on  the  following 
subjects,  and  in  the  English  language:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry, 
materia  medica,  therapeutics,  metaUurgy,  histology,  pathology,  anses- 
thesis,  oral  surgery,  orthodontia,  operative  and  prosthetic  dentistry. 
There  also  must  be  a  practical  demonstration  of  skill  in  operative  dentistry. 

7.  All  written  examinations  must  be  on  paper  furnished  by  the  secre- 
tary. The  Board  will  also  provide  chairs  for  the  practical  examinations, 
but  the  applicants  must  furnish  their  own  patients,  instruments  and 
materials. 

8.  Any  candidate  detected  in  giving  or  obtaining  aid  during  exam- 
inations will  be  dismissed  from  the  room,  and  his  or  her  papers  will  be 
rejected  for  the  entire  examination. 

9.  The  handwriting  of  candidate  must  be  legible;  spelling  and  use 
of  correct  language  will  be  considered  in  making  up  the  rating  on  the 
answers. 

10.  The  questions  must  not  be  removed  from  the  books,  nor  copies 
from  them  made. 

11.  Each  candidate  will  receive  a  card,  with  his  or  her  examination 
number.  By  this  number  shall  the  candidates  be  known  throughout 
the  examination.

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements  the  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the 
thirtieth  annual  report,  ending  Nov.  30,  1916. 

Vacancy  in  the  office  of  secretary  of  the  Board,  caused  by  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  George  E.  Mitchell,  D.D.S.,  of  Haver- 
hill, was  filled  Jan.  19,  1916,  by  the  election  to  that  office  of 
Owen  J.  Eagan,  D.D.S.,  of  Fall  Kiver. 

The  commissions  of  Owen  J.  Eagan  and  C.  Wesley  Hale  ex- 
pired in  April,  and  the  same  month  Your  Excellency  appointed 
Carl  R.  Lindstrom,  D.D.S.,  of  Southborough  for  a  term  of 
four  years  and  reappointed  C.  Wesley  Hale,  D.M.D.,  of  Spring- 
field for  a  term  of  five  years.  Dr.  Eagan  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Eugene  N.  Foss  in  1913  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
during  the  last  three  months  of  which  he  was  secretary  of  the 
Board. 

Again  the  office  of  secretary  was  made  vacant  by  the  expira- 
tion of  appointment,  and  George  H.  Payne,  D.D.S.,  of  Boston 
was  elected  secretary  May  8,  1916. 

The  Board  was  pained  to  inform  Your  Excellency  of  the 
death  of  Examiner  William  M.  Sullivan  of  North  Adams,  Nov. 
7,  1916,  and  Joseph  N.  Carriere,  D.D.S.,  of  Fitchburg  was  ap- 
pointed the  same  month  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

On  October  20  Thomas  J.  Barrett,  D.D.S.,  of  Worcester 
resigned  from  the  chairmanship  of  the  Board,  and  C.  Wesley 
Hale,  D.M.D.,  of  Springfield  was  elected  chairman;  George  H. 
Payne,  D.D.S.,  of  Boston  was  re-elected  secretary. 
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The  Board  has  held  three  meetings  for  examination  of  can- 
didates, namely,  in  March,  in  June  and  in  October,  and,  as 
usual,  the  number  of  candidates  has  been  such  as  to  require 
extra  examination  days  to  complete  the  work.  This  was  no- 
tably so  in  March,  when  131  candidates  presented  themselves 
for  examination.  The  unusual  number  at  this  time  was  due 
chiefly  to  the  fact  that  section  5,  chapter  301,  General  Acts  of 
1915  (the  educational  clause  requiring  a  dental  degree),  was  to 
take  effect  June  1,  1916,  before  another  regular  examination  by 
the  Board. 

To  the  work  of  this  last  examination  under  the  old  require- 
ments, the  Board  gave  unusual  time,  and  in  May  held  an 
adjourned  meeting  for  its  completion. 

While  this  Board  is  in  no  wise  a  prosecuting  board,  com- 
plaints of  violation  of  the  dental  law  are  frequently  received. 
All  such  have  been  turned  over  to  Officer  Arthur  E.  Keating  of 
the  State  police,  whose  prompt  and  courteous '  co-operation  the 
Board  here  takes  pleasure  in  acknowledging. 

The  Board  wishes  also  to  acknowledge  its  gratitude  to 
Harvard  and  Tufts  Dental  schools  for  the  free  use  of  their 
clinical  facilities,  without  which  aid  the  examination  of  the 
usual  large  number  of  candidates  would  be  very  difficult. 

The  Board  expects  during  the  coming  year  to  publish  a  com- 
plete list  of  registered  dentists  practicing  in  this  Commonwealth.

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements  the  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the 
thirty-first  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1917. 

The  commission  of  Thomas  J.  Barrett,  D.D.S.,  of  Worcester 
expired  in  April  and  he  was  reappointed  by  Your  Excellency  for 
a  term  of  five  years. 

The  Board  has  held  three  meetings  for  examination  of  candi- 
dates for  registration  in  dentistry,  namely,  in  March,  June  and 
October.  In  October,  also,  the  Board  held  its  first  meeting  for 
the  examination  of  candidates  for  registration  as  dental  hygien- 
ists.  At  this  meeting  seventeen  applicants  were  examined,  but 
the  results  were  not  determined  within  the  period  covered  by 
this  report. 

Chapter  301,  General  Acts  of  1915,  as  amended  by  chapter 
76,  General  Acts  of  1917,  provides  for  the  examination  by  this 
Board  of  the  dental  hygienist,  who  "  .  .  .if  his  examination  is 
satisfactory,  shall  be  registered  as  a  dental-hygienist  and  given 
a  certificate  allowing  him  to  clean  teeth  under  the  direction  of 
any  registered  dentist  of  this  commonwealth,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  said  board." 

Pursuant  to  a  request  of  Federal  authorities  the  Board  held 
the  June  examination  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  after 
graduations  at  the  various  dental  colleges,  and  matters  per- 
taining to  this  examination  were  conducted  with  all  speed  con- 
sistent with  thoroughness  in  order  to  assist  the  large  number 
desiring  to  take  early  examinations  for  commission  in  the  Fed- 
eral Dental  Reserve  Corps. 

At  the  time  of  the  mobilization  of  the  Massachusetts  National 
Guard  in  the  spring  it  was  found  that  heroic  measures  must  be 
taken  if  the  mouths  of  the  Guard  were  to  be  placed  in  condition 
for  highest  efficiency,  and  the  dental  profession  of  this  State 
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volunteered  in  a  most  creditable  manner  to  meet  the  emergency. 
A  large  amount  of  work  was  done  at  the  infirmaries  of  the  Har- 
vard and  Tufts  Dental  schools  by  members  of  their  respective 
staffs  and  other  members  of  the  profession. 

At  the  request  of  the  surgeon-general  this  Board  undertook 
the  task  of  co-ordinating  and  directing  the  various  volunteer 
efforts  along  this  line. 

The  supervision  of  the  work  in  different  parts  of  the  State 
was  divided  among  members  of  the  Board  according  to  their 
geographical  location. 

The  results  accomplished  are  briefly  indicated  by  the  follow- 
ing recapitulation  from  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
to  Your  Excellency,  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  and  to 
the  surgeon-general :  —

My  Deak  Governor:  —  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Dental  Exam- 
iners submits  herewith  a  final  report  of  the  dental  operations  performed 
voluntarily  by  the  dentists  of  Massachusetts  for  the  Massachusetts 
National  Guard. 

The  total  number  of  operations  tabulated  does  not  indicate  the  amount 
of  work  actually  performed,  as  it  has  been  difficult  in  many  cases  to 
obtain  charts  and  records  from  the  dentists  who  operated.  A  conservative 
estimate  of  the  work  not  reported  would  be  10,000  operations,  making 
a  total  of  over  40,000  operations,  amounting  to  from  $75,000  to  $100,000. 

Dr.  C.  Wesley  Hale  had  charge  of  the  work  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State,  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Barrett  in  the  Worcester  district,  Dr.  Joseph  N. 
Carriere  in  the  Fitchburg  district,  and  Dr.  C.  R.  Lindstrom  and  Dr. 
George  H.  Payne  in  the  eastern  district. 

About  700  dentists  were  enrolled,  and  their  names  and  addresses  and 
all  charts  are  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  Board.

Various  cases  of  violation  of  the  dental  law  have  been  re- 
ported. These  were  given  prompt  and  effective  attention  by 
Detective  Arthur  E.  Keating  of  the  District  Police,  and  several 
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fines  have  been  imposed.  Another  case  deserves  particular 
mention :  — 

A  man  presented  himself  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  with  an 
application  for  examination  and  registration  in  dentistry.  Ac- 
companying his  application  was  a  diploma  attesting  his  gradu- 
ation from  a  dental  college,  the  name  of  which  at  once  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  secretary,  and  the  applicant  was  instructed 
to  call  again.  The  matter  was  immediately  placed  in  the  hands 
of  Detective  Keating,  who  in  due  time  disclosed  the  existence 
of  a  veritable  "diploma  factory,"  doing  business  in  several 
States  and  dealing  in  dental,  medical  and  pharmaceutical  dip- 
lomas at  prices  as  high  as  $1,000  each  in  some  cases. 

In  connection  with  this  case  three  men  have  been  indicted  by 
the  grand  jury,  and  one  of  them  has  been  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  the  house  of  correction. 

The  generous  co-operation  of  Harvard  and  Tufts  Dental 
schools  and  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary  in  the  work  of  the 
Board  deserve  grateful  acknowledgment. 

The  Board  is  now  at  work  upon  the  triennial  registration,  and 
lists  will  be  published  during  the  coming  year.

The  Board  has  completed  the  triennial  registration  required 
by  section  4,  chapter  301,  General  Acts  of  1915,  and  has  pub- 
lished lists  of  the  names  and  office  addresses  of  all  dentists 
registered  and  practicing  in  the  State,  arranged  alphabetically 
by  names  and  also  by  cities  and  towns  in  which  their  offices 
are  situated. 

As  usual,  some  cases  of  violation  of  the  dental  law  have  come 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board.  All  such  have  been  referred  to 
the  department  of  the  State  Police  and  handled  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  Board  by  the  General  Acts 
of  1887,  there  has  been  a  gradual  and  steady  increase  in  its- 
duties  and  responsibilities.     The  requirements  for  dental  edu- 

1  Final  action  upon  these  candidates  not  taken  until  December,  1918. 
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cation  have  been  continually  advancing  and  the  exactions  of 
our  examination  for  maintaining  high  standards  correspond- 
ingly commensurate.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report, 
43  dental  hygienists  have  been  examined  and  registered  by  this 
Board,  the  first  to  be  licensed  in  this  State.  The  examination 
of  this  new  class  of  candidates  has  materially  increased  the 
amount  of  time  and  study  necessitated  in  the  discharge  of  our 
duties.  It  may  be  noted  that  this  Commission  has  always  re- 
turned a  substantial  profit  to  the  State.  Within  the  last  fiscal 
year  the  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  is  $1,683.47,  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  Board,  and  even  including  the 
added  labor  and  expense  in  securing  and  preparing  for  publica- 
tion the  triennial  lists  before  mentioned.  The  only  situation 
that  has  remained  unchanged  from  the  beginning  is  the  financial 
remuneration  for  services  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  This, 
in  connection  with  the  facts  above  given,  we  submit  to  your 
thoughtful  consideration. 

We  recommend  that  the  present  dental  law  be  so  amended 
as  to  conform  to  the  present  four  years'  course  of  the  dental 
schools,  and  that  the  classification  of  "reputable"  schools  also 
be  made  to  conform  to  the  general  classification  recently 
adopted  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  as  the 
result  of  an  authorized  and  exhaustive  examination  by  the 
Dental  Educational  Council  of  America. 

We  also  recommend  that  there  be  an  annual  registration  of 
the  dentists  practicing  in  this  Commonwealth  instead  of  once  in 
three  years,  as  at  present.

The  commission  of  George  H.  Payne,  D.D.S.,  of  Boston  ex- 
pired in  April,  and  he  was  reappointed  by  Your  Excellency  for 
a  term  of  five  years.  Dr.  Payne  died  on  the  29th  of  September 
and  Your  Excellency  appointed  William  M.  Flynn,  D.D.S.,  of 
South  Boston  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.

As  may  be  noted,  we  examine  each  year  from  three  to  four 
hundred  candidates,  and  the  average  cost  per  capita  to  the 
State  is  very  low.

The  commission  of  Carl  R.  Lindstrom,  D.D.S.,  of  South- 
borough  expired  in  April,  and  he  was  reappointed  by  His 
Excellency  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Boston  on 
Dec.  10,  1919.  Dr.  C.  Wesley  Hale  of  400  St.  James  Avenue, 
Springfield,  was  re-elected  chairman,  and  Dr.  Joseph  N. 
Carriere  of  352  Main  Street,  Fitchburg,  was  re-elected  secretary. 

The  Board  has  held  three  examinations  of  candidates  for 
registration  in  dentistry,  and  two  examinations  of  candidates 
for  registration  in  dental  hygiene.  These  were  held  during  the 
months  of  March,  June  and  October,  and,  as  usual,  at  Harvard 
and  Tufts  Dental  Schools  and  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary,  to 
which  institutions  grateful  acknowledgment  is  due  for  helpful 
co-operation.

The  returns  from  this  Board  have  almost  without  exception 
been  substantially  in  excess  of  the  expenditures;    but  due  to  a 
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very  unusual  situation  and  coincidence  the  expenditures  of  the 
past  year  have  exceeded  the  receipts  by  an  amount  about 
equal  to  the  actual  profit  of  the  two  previous  years.  Without 
a  word  of  explanation  this  would  be  misleading.  As  has  been 
stated,  the  General  Court  of  1919  enacted  legislation  increasing 
the  salaries  of  members  of  this  Board,  though  that  has  been 
operative  only  since  August  last.  The  general  lengthening  of 
the  course  of  dental  schools  and  dental  departments  of  uni- 
versities from  three  to  four  years  has  practically  delayed 
their  product  for  an  entire  year,  thus  greatly  reducing  the 
number  of  candidates  for  examination.  There  were  255  less 
candidates  for  registration  in  dentistry  who  presented  them- 
selves for  examination  in  1920  than  in  1919.  At  $25  each 
(the  present  examination  fee)  that  additional  number  this  year 
would  have  made  our  receipts  $8,485,  and  returned  an  excess 
over  expenditures  even  greater  than  in  1917  and  1918,  each  of 
which  was  a  record  at  the  time.  The  Board  looks  forward  to 
a  normal  or  an  increased  number  of  candidates  during  the 
coming  year.

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements  the  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the 
thirty-fifth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1921. 

Dr.  C.  Wesley  Hale,  chairman  of  the  Board,  having  resigned 
from  the  Board  because  of  his  election  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives for  1921-22,  Dr.  Ralph  P.  Cunningham  of  Spring- 
field was  appointed  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Calvin 
Coolidge  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  on  Dec.  30,  1920.  In  April, 
1921,  Dr.  Cunningham  was  reappointed  by  His  Excellency 
Governor  Channing  Cox  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Boston  on 
Dec.  10,  1920.  Dr.  Carl  R.  Lindstrom  was  elected  chairman, 
and  Dr.  Joseph  N.  Carriere  was  re-elected  secretary. 

The  Board  has  held  three  examinations  of  candidates  for 
registration  in  dentistry,  and  two  examinations  of  candidates 
for  registration  in  dental  hygiene.  These  were  held  during  the 
months  of  March,  June  and  October,  and,  as  usual,  at  Harvard 
and  Tufts  Dental  Schools  and  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary,  to 
which  institutions  grateful  acknowledgment  is  due  for  helpful 
co-operation.

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Chapter  426  of  the  Acts  of  1921  obliges  every  Board  in  the 
Department  of  Civil  Service  and  Registration  to  have  and 
maintain  its  office  and  keep  its  records  in  the  State  House 
proper;  therefore  it  has  become  necessary  since  the  passage  of 
this  act  for  the  secretary  of  the  Board  to  be  present  on  certain 
days  of  each  week  at  the  office  of  the  Board  to  direct  the  work 
of  the  Board  and  perform  its  executive  functions,  the  nature  of 
which  absolutely  requires  his  personal  attention  and  super- 
vision. This  new  law  will  perforce  require  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  to  give  about  sixty  additional  days  a  year  away  from 
his  office  to  properly  conduct  the  work  of  the  Board;  therefore 
the  Board  recommends  that  the  salary  of  the  secretary  be 
fixed  to  properly  compensate  him  for  his  work  and  responsi- 
bility. 

A  second  revision  of  the  triennial  registration  required  by 
statute  has  shown  its  inadequacy  to  accomplish  its  purpose. 
During  the  three  years  that  elapsed  between  the  publication 
of  this  list,  the  changes  brought  about  by  deaths,  removals, 
etc.,  are  so  numerous  as  to  render  well-nigh  impossible  a 
proper  listing  of  the  practicing  dentists  with  their  addresses. 
The  protection  of  the  public  against  the  practices  of  itinerant 
and  non-registered  dentists  that  are  flocking  to  this  State  by 
reason  of  more  stringent  laws  in  neighboring  States  would 
require  that  this  Board  be  empowered  to  have  an  annual 
registration,  similar  to  the  Boards  of  Medicine  and  Optometry, 
with  registration  of  the  practitioner  with  town  or  city  clerk  as 
a  proper  basis  to  start  from  in  the  securing  of  accurate  lists  of 
names  and  addresses  of  practicing  dentists  in  this  State,  thus 
permitting  the  Board  to  have  on  file  full  information  to  insure 
the  proper  supervision  over  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this 
State  and  to  furnish  such  information  as  may  be  requested  by 
the  various  Federal  departments. 

Section  48,  chapter  112  of  the  General  Laws  conflicts  in  the 
matter  of  examination  fee  with  the  preceding  section,  and  this 
Board  recommends  that  proper  correction  be  made. 

Section  49,  chapter  112  of  the  General  Laws,  as  recodified, 
deprives  the  widow  of  a  deceased  practitioner  from  continuing 
his  practice  by  employing  a  registered  dentist.  The  Board 
believes  and  recommends  that  This  section  should  be  restored  to 
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protect  the  widow  of  a  dentist.  In  this  same  section,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  more  explicit  the  true  name  feature  of  this 
section,  the  Board  recommends  that  this  section  be  so  worded 
as  to  oblige  the  owner  of  a  dental  practice  to  use  his  Christian 
name  and  surname  on  signs,  letterheads  and  advertising  matter, 
this  to  correct  the  abuse  of  misleading  signs  and  misrepresen- 
tation.

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements  the  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the 
thirty-sixth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1922. 

The  term  of  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Barrett  of  Worcester  having 
expired  in  April,  Dr.  George  A.  Thatcher  of  Brockton  was 
appointed  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Channing  H.  Cox  for  a 
term  of  five  years.  Dr.  Thatcher  was  appointed  on  April  19, 
confirmed  April  26,  and  qualified  for  office  on  May  3. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Boston,  Dec. 
14,  1921.  Dr.  Carl  R.  Lindstrom  was  re-elected  chairman  of 
the  Board,  and  Dr.  Joseph  N.  Carriere  was  re-elected  secretary 
of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Board  has  held  three  examinations  of  candidates  for 
registration  in  dentistry,  and  three  examinations  of  candidates 
for  registration  as  dental  hygienists.  These  were  held  during 
the  months  of  March,  May,  June  and  October,  and,  as  usual, 
at  Harvard  and  Tufts  Dental  Schools  and  Forsyth  Dental 
Infirmary,  to  which  institutions  grateful  acknowledgment  is  due 
for  helpful  co-operation. 

In  accordance  with  section  45 A  of  chapter  112  of  the  General 
Laws,  this  Board  has  issued  limited  registration  to  19  appli- 
cants for  interneship  at  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary. 

During  the  past  year  several  complaints  alleging  violations 
of  the  dental  law  have  been  reported  to  this  Board,  and  these 
have  been  referred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  for 
investigation  and  action.  This  Board  has  been  seriously  handi- 
capped in  conducting  these  investigations  by  the  inability  to 
secure  the  services  of  the  State  police,  the  reason  given  being 
that  the  State  police  force  was  so  busy  with  the  railroad  strike 
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situation  as  to  make  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  unable 
to  furnish  assistance  in  these  matters.  This  Board  reiterates 
its  recommendation  that  some  members  of  the  State  police 
should  be  specially  trained  and  designated  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  to  carry  on  investigations  and  prosecutions  of 
violations  of  the  dental  law  in  this  State. 

This  Board  notes  with  regret  the  loss  from  its  ranks  of  Dr. 
Thomas  J.  Barrett  of  Worcester,  who  served  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  officially  as  a  member  of  this  Board 
for  thirty  years.  The  high  quality  of  his  services  on  this 
Board  have  made  him  a  national  figure  in  dentistry,  and  his 
recent  election  as  president  of  the  National  Dental  Educa- 
tional Council  reflects  credit  on  this  Board  and  on  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.

Dental  Hygienists. 
1st  examination  fee  $20.00. 

One  re-examination  free  if  taken  within  one  year  of  date  of  first  examination. 
3rd  and  subsequent  re-examination  $10.00. 

The  Board  .also  recommends  that  in  view  of  the  nation  wide  scandal  concerning 
the  issuance  of  bogus  diplomas  and  licenses,  and  also  in  view  of  the  numerous 
changes  brought  about  by  death,  removals,  etc.,  so  numerous  as  to  render  well- 
nigh  impossible  the  proper  listing  of  practicing  dentists,  with  their  addresses, 
under  the  present  system  of  listing  once  every  three  years.  This  Board,  there- 
fore, suggests  revising  the  law  empowering  it  to  have  an  annual  registration  simi- 
lar to  the  Boards  of  Medicine  and  Optometry,  with  registration  of  the  practitioner 
with  town  or  city  clerk  as  a  proper  basis  to  start  from  in  the  securing  of  accurate 
lists  of  names  and  addresses  of  practicing  dentists  in  this  State,  thus  permitting 
the  Board  to  have  on  file  full  information  to  insure  the  proper  supervision  over 
the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State  and  to  furnish  such  information  as  may  be 
requested  by  the  various  Federal  departments.

There  has  just  been  received  from  the  Printer,  the  triennial  list  of  registered 
dentists  of  Massachusetts  as  provided  by  Chapter  112,  Section  44,  G.  L.  Copies 
of  the  same  are  now  available  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  146,  State  House. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  this  Annual  Report  is  the  marked  decrease  in  the 
number  of  candidates  examined.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Dental 
Colleges,  five  years  ago,  exacted  a  pre-dental  year  of  study,  making  the  dental 
course  practically  of  five  years'  duration.  This  change  in  the  curriculum  of 
dental  colleges  for  the  first  year  or  two  after  innovation,  decreases  the  number 
of  matriculants,  so  the  past  year,  and  possibly  next  year  also,  automatically  are 
lean  years  in  number  of  applicants  for  registration.  After  next  year,  however, 
the  number  of  candidates  will  return  to  normal,  as  indicated  in  the  school  register 
at  the  present  time.  This  feature  also  affects  the  financial  condition  of  this 
Board,  as  during  these  two  years  the  receipts  for  examination  fees  show  a 
decrease  of  about  50%.

This  Board  wishes  to  again  reiterate  its  recommendation  that  some  progres- 
sive and  protective  legislation  be  enacted  by  the  Legislature  for  the  protection 
of  the  public  against  itinerants,  quacks  and  unregistered  so-called  Dentists,  and 
with  that  end  in  view,  it  again  recommends  that  some  members  of  the  State 
Police  Department  should  be  specially  trained  and  designated  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  to  carry  on  investigations  and  prosecutions  of  violation  of 
the  dental  law  in  this  state. 

This  Board  again  wishes  to  call  to  your  attention  the  inadequate  quarters  now 
occupied  by  the  Board  in  Room  146,  which  it  occupies  co-jointly  with  the  Board 
of  Registration  in  Optometry,  the  Embalming  Board,  the  Board  of  Registration 
of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  and  the  Director  of  Registration.  The  conges- 
tion caused  by  these  five  offices  being  crowded  into  one  of  the  smallest  rooms  in 
the  State  House  is  a  serious  handicap  to  the  proper  functioning  of  this  Board, 
and  it  respectfully  petitions  that  some  relief  may  be  granted  in  the  nature  of 
securing  larger  quarters. 

At  the  request  of  the  Commission  of  Administration  and  Finance  that  this 
department  suggest  some  method  of  increasing  the  revenues  of  this  Board,  the 
Board  again  makes  the  following  recommendation:  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
other  Boards  charge  larger  examination  fees  and  limit  the  re-examination  privi- 
lege; also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  other  States  are  uniformly  charging  higher 
fees  for  the  examination  of  hygienists,  the  Board  makes  the  recommendation 
that  the  examination  fee  list  be  revised  as  follows : 

Dentists. 

1st  examination  fee  $25.00. 

One  re-examination  free  if  taken  within  one  year  of  date  of  first  examination. 

3rd  and  subsequent  re-examination  $15.00. 

Dental  Hygienists. 

1st  examination  fee  $20.00. 

One  re-examination  free  if  taken  within  one  year  of  date  of  first  examination. 

3rd  and  subsequent  re-examination  $10.00. 

In  view  of  the  nation-wide  scandal  concerning  the  issuance  of  bogus  diplomas 
and  licenses,  and  also  in  view  of  the  numerous  changes  brought  about  by  death, 
removals,  etc.,  so  numerous  as  to  render  well-nigh  impossible  the  proper  listing 
of  practicing  dentists,  with  their  addresses,  under  the  present  system  of  listing 
once  every  three  years,  this  Board  recommends  revising  the  law;  empowering  it 


to  have  an  annual  registration  similar  to  the  Board  of  Medicine  and  Optometry, 
with  registration  of  the  practitioner  with  town  or  city  clerk  as  a  proper  basis  to 
start  from  in  the  securing  of  accurate  lists  of  names  and  addresses  of  practicing 
dentists  in  this  State,  thus  permitting  the  Board  to  have  on  file  full  information 
to  insure  the  proper  supervision  over  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State  and 
to  furnish  such  information  as  may  be  requested  by  the  various  Federal  de- 
partments. 

The  above  recommendations  were  incorporated  in  the  report  of  1924.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  a  Special  Recess  Committee  for  study,  but  this  Board 
has  yet  to  hear  of  any  recommendation  along  these  lines  having  been  made.  It 
deems  these  measures  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  the  Commonwealth  and  its 
people  that  proper  drafts  of  new  legislation  covering  these  important  matters 
are  submitted  co-jointly  with  this  report  and  the  Board  expresses  the  hope  that 
they  will  receive  favorable  consideration  by  the  Legislature.

Two-Three  Plan  of  Dental  Education. 

*In  order  that  the  Board  might  legally  accept  candidates  graduating  from 
such  schools  as  should  adopt  this  plan,  it  was  necessary  to  amend  Section  46, 
Chapter  112,  General  Laws.  This  was  accomplished  during  the  last  session 
of  the  legislature.  » 


*There  has  been  for  some  years,  a  strong  sentiment  in  the  dental  profession,  (expressed 
largely  through  its  authorized  associations  and  societies),  that,  due  to  progress  and  discoveries 
in  research  work,  dental  practitioners  should  have  the  very  best  educational  foundation  to 
prepare  them  for  their  work,  especially  by  reason  of  the  testimony  deduced  in  the  past  few 
years  of  the  important  bearing   that  dentistry   has   to   the   public   health. 

It  was  conceded  by  the  "Dental  Faculty  Association  of  American  Universities"  and  approved 
by  the  Dental  Educational  Council  of  America,  that  men  and  women  of  a  higher  educational 
standard  would  be  graduated  from  our  dental  schools  under  a  plan  which  provides  for  two 
years  predental  training  in  Arts  or  Science,  consisting  of  necessary  cultural,  preliminary 
courses  and  courses  fundamental  to  dentistry.  The  next  three  years  which  are  taken  in  a 
dental  college  consist  of  professional  courses  only.  A  sixth  year  is  provided  by  this  plan 
which  would  be  taken  by  graduates  who  wished  to  specialize  in  certain  subjects  in  the 
dental  field.

over  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State  and  to  furnish  such  information 
as  may  be  requested  by  the  various  Departments  of  the  Federal  Government.

ANNUAL   REGISTRATION 

The  Board  feels  that  it  can  report  progress  in  the  matter  of  annual  reg- 
istration. The  fact  that  the  annual  registration  law  was  enacted  for  the  pur- 
pose of  eliminating  the  illegal  practitioner  and  for  the  protection  of  the  legal 
practitioner  does  not  seem  to  be  fully  understood  by  a  large  number  of  den- 
tists in  the  Commonwealth  as  there  are  still  a  number  of  practicing  dentists 
who  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  law.  It  is  confidently 
expected  that  recent  arrangements  with  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  will 
greatly  improve   this   condition  during  the   coming  year.

NATIONAL  MEETING 

Dr.  Harold  W.  Alden  was  elected  by  the  Board  to  represent  it  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  National  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  held  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  in  September.  Much  information  valuable  to  the  State  and  Board  is 
obtained  through  the  attendance  of  representatives  of  our  Board  at  these 
meetings.  A  full  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  meeting  was  read  by  Dr.  ■ 
Alden  at   the  October   meeting  of   the   Board. 

This  Board  wishes  to  call  your  attention  to  the  inadequate  quarters  now 
occupied  by  the  Board  in  Room  146  which  it  occupies  co-jointly  with  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  Optometry,  the  Embalming  Board,  the  Board  of 
Registration  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  and  the  Director  of  Registration. 
The  congestion  caused  by  these  five  offices  being  crowded  into  one  of  the 
smallest  rooms  in  the  State  House  is  a  serious  handicap  to  the  proper  func- 
tioning of  this  Board,  and  it  respectfully  petitions  that  some  relief  may  be 
granted    in   the   nature   of   securing   larger   quarters.     The   extra    work   incident 


to  the  Administration  of  the  Annual  Registration  law  has  added  to  the  con- 
gestion. The  Secretaries  of  the  different  Boards  are  frequently  obliged  to 
waste  a  great  deal  of  time  standing  around  waiting  their  turn  to  use  the  one 
desk  allotted  to  them. 

The  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  only 
graduates  of  reputable  Dental  Schools  should  be  eligible  for  examination  in 
the    Commonwealth,

Reappointment

Annual  Meeting 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  State  House,  Boston,  on 
December  11,  1929.  Dr.  Ralph  P.  Cunningham  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Dr. 
W.  Henry  Grant,  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  annual 
report  of  the  Board  was  submitted  by  the  Chairman,  approved  by  the  Board 
and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  draw  up  six  copies  as  per  request  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department. 

Progress  of  Annual  Registration  Law 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  decided  improvement  in  the  manner  in 
which  this  law  has  been  observed  by  the  dentists  of  the  Commonwealth.  Thanks 
to  the  co-operation  of  the  dentists  themselves,  and  the  efficient  help  rendered  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  the  Board  is  able  to  report  gratifying 
progress  in  this  respect. 

At  this  time  and  in  connection  with  the  report  on  Annual  Registration,  the 
Board  respectfully  suggests  that  the  annual  registration,  cataloging,  filing 
and  publishing  names  and  addresses  of  the  practising  dentists  of  this  Common- 
wealth is  rendered  a  very  difficult  procedure  due  to  lack  both  of  room  and 
clerical  assistance.  This  Board,  in  connection  with  the  Boards  of  Optometry, 
Embalming,  and  Veterinary  Medicine,  occupies  inadequate  quarters  and  re- 
spectfully requests  additional  facilities  in  view  of  the  extra  work  imposed  by 
this  law. 

The  Board  wishes  also  to  recommend  that -Section  45,  Chapter  112,  G.  L. 
be  amended  so  that  it  shall  require  a  candidate  to  be  graduated  from  a  rep- 
utable dental  college,  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  examination,  thereby  placing 
this  Commonwealth  on  an  equality  with  the  other  States  as  to  its  requirements 
in  this  matter.

Retirement  and  Appointment 

Dr.  Ralph  P.  Cunningham  retired  from  the  Board  in  April  of  this  year, 
having  served  the  Commonwealth  faithfully  and  efficiently  for  ten  years,  the 
last  four  of  which  he  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Cunningham's 
personality,  energy  and  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Board  were  con- 
stant inspirations  to  his  associates,  never  shirking  responsibility,  always  giving 
his  time  and  labor  generously  in  the  interest  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
dental  profession. 

Dr.  Frederick  A.  Keyes  was  nominated  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Joseph 
B.  Ely,  on  April  22nd,  to  succeed  Dr.  Ralph  P.  Cunningham.  Dr.  Keyes  was 
confirmed  by  the  Governor's  Council  on  May  13,  1931,  qualified  and  took  his 
oath  of  office  on  May  13,  1931. 

Annual  Meeting 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  State  House,  Boston,  on 
December  17,  1930.  Dr.  George  A.  Thatcher  was  elected  Chairman  and  Dr.  W. 
Henry  Grant,  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  annual  report 
of  the  Board  was  submitted  by  the  Chairman,  approved  by  the  Board  and  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  draw  up  six  copies  of  same  as  per  request  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department. 

It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  at  this  meeting  that  all  dentists 
who  are  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  and  have  practiced  dentistry  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  ten  years  be  exempted  from  paying  the 
two  dollar  annual  registration  fee. 

The  Board  having  allowed  what  is  considered  sufficient  time  for  the  dental 
profession  to  become  familiar  with  the  requirements  of  the  Annual  Registra- 
tion Law  voted  for  strict  enforcement  at  the  June  meeting  of  this  year.  A  full 
time  investigator  from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  was  appointed  by 
Commissioner  Alfred  F.  Foote  on  May  16,  1931.  The  duty  of  this  investigator 
is  to  investigate  complaints  and  enforce  all  dental  laws.  Up  to  the  present 
time  forty-five  cases  have  been  tried  in  court  and  the  following  penalties 
imposed :

Sir: — In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements,  the  Board  of  Dental  Ex- 
aminers has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  its  forty-sixth  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  November  30,  1932. 

Members  of  Board 
The  members  of  the  Board  are  Dr.  Charles  E.  B.  Chase,  Chairman,  Fram- 
ingham,   (1935),  Dr.  W.  Henry  Grant,  Secretary,  Boston,    (1934),  Dr.  Harold 
W.  Alden,  Northampton,   (1933>.  Dr.  Federick  A.  Keyes,  Boston    (1936),  Dr. 
Francis  M.  Cahill,  Worcester,   (1937). 

Retirement  and  Appointments 

Dr.  George  A.  Thatcher  retired  from  the  Board  in  April  of  this  year,  hav- 
ing served  the  Commonwealth  faithfully  for  ten  years,  the  last  year  as  chair- 
man of  the  Board.  Dr.  Thatcher's  high  ideals,  sterling  integrity,  and  out! 
standing  ability,  combined  with  a  temperament  particularly  adapted  for  the1 
work  of  examiner,  make  his  absence  a  great  loss  to  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  dental  profession.  His  honesty  and  sincerity  of  purpose  were  never 
questioned;  he  carries  away  with  him  the  respect  and  good  wishes  of  all  those 
who  were  privileged  to  associate  with  him  during  his  ten  years  of  service. 

Dr.  Francis  M.  Cahill  was  nominated  by  his  Excellency  Governor  Joseph  B. 
Ely  on  May  4th  to  succeed  Dr.  George  A.  Thatcher.  Dr.  Cahill  was  confirmed 
by  the  Governor's  Council  on  May  11,  1932,  qualified  and  took  his  oath  of 
office  on  May  11,  1932. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners,  held  in 
Buffalo,  September  10,  1932,  Dr.  Harold  W.  Alden  was  elected  Vice-President 
from  the  East. 


Dr.  Carl  Richard  Lindstrom  was  born  in  Stockholm,  Sweden,  April  20,  1869; 
he  died  at  his  home  in  Southboro,  Massachusetts,  September  26,  1932.  He  was 
graduated  from  the  Philadelphia  Dental  College  in  1891,  practiced  briefly  in 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  removed  to  Lynn  for  practice  and  about  twenty-five 
years  ago  established  an  office  in  Boston. 

Apart  from  an  exacting  office  practice,  his  dental  interests  were  many  and 
varied.  He  was  a  teacher  or  Oral  Hygiene  in  the  Lynn  Hospital  Training 
School  for  Nurses  from  1902  until  1907.  In  1908  he  organized  a  free  dental 
clinic  for  poor  children  in  connection  with  the  Lynn  Neighborhood  House, 
believed  to  be  the  first  dental  clinic  for  needy  children  anywhere  organized. 
In  1909  he  became  a  charter  member  of  the  Oral  Hygiene  Council  of  Massa- 
chusetts, an  organization  for  the  education  of  the  profession  and  the  public 
in  the  necessity  of  oral  hygiene  as  a  preventive  measure  against  decay  of  the 
teeth,  the  first  body  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States,  and  so  far  as  is  known  in 
any  country.  In  1910  Dr.  Lindstrom  was  elected  President  of  the  Massachusetts 
Dental  Society,  and  later  he  served  ten  years  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners — during  the  last  five  years  as  its  chairman.  He  rendered 
important  service  in  the  long  struggle  which  ended  in  the  creation  of  a  new 
profession  for  women  in  the  practice  of  the  Dental  Hygienist.    He  was  a  con 
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tributor  to  dental  publications,  especially  Swedish,  and  for  a  time  taught  in 
the  Tufts  College  Dental  School. 

Besides  the  Massachusetts  Dental  Society  he  was  a  member  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Dental  Science  and  the  New  England  Dental  Society.  He  had 
the  distinction  of  being  personally  known  to  the  King  of  Sweden,  and  was 
highly  appreciated  by  him  for  his  accomplishments. 

Dr.  Lindstrom's  standards  were  high.  Pie  was  satisfied  with  nothing  less 
than  the  best,  in  the  equipment  of  his  office,  in  methods  and  technique,  and  his 
relation  with  patients  and  the  public.  Whether  he  was  born  to  high  ideals  or 
they  were  largely  created  out  of  his  experience  makes  little  difference;  they 
were  there.  Born  in  him  in  some  degree  they  must  have  been,  for  they  were 
evident  in  every  relation  and  activity  of  his  whole  life.  There  was  a  charm 
in  his  personality  early  felt  by  those  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  He  knew 
the  joy  of  giving  as  of  receiving.  Contact  with  the  members  of  this  Board  was 
dear  to  him,  as  indeed,  all  contacts  within  and  beyond  his  profession:  with  the 
needy  children  in  the  Lynn  clinic,  the  notable  personalities  he  met  in  his 
journeyings  across  the  water.  He  felt  that  if  the  riches  in  other  lives,  the 
wonder  and  beauty  of  Nature  and  art,  were  to  color  an,d  enrich  his  own  life, 
they  must  be  had  here  and  now,  they  were  too  precious  to  be  lost.  Whatever 
might  happen  in  the  future,  this  unique  opportunity  would  never  again  be 
presented.   In  passing  from  us  he  leaves  a  fragrant  and  lasting  memory. 

William  Rice,  D.D.S.,  D.M.D.,  ScD.,  F.A.C.D, 
(1867-1932)) 

William  Rice,  Dean  of  Tufts  College  Dental  School,  died  suddenly  of  a 
heart  attack  at  his  home,  30  Bay  State  Road,  Boston,  November  23,  1932. 

Dean  Rice  was  born  in  Dublin,  New  Hampshire,  on  September  4,  1867.  He 
was  the  son  of  George  Matthias  and  Persis  Fayette  Rice.  It  was  in  the  common 
schools  of  that  town  that  he  acquired  his  early  education;  later  he  attended 
high  school  in  Milford,  New  Hampshire,  and  at  Beverly,  Massachusetts.  His 
dental  training  began  at  the  Boston  Dental  Collage,  from  which  he  received 
his  D.D.S.  degree  in  1888,  and  in  1905  he  received  the  degree  of  D.M.D.  from 
Tufts  College  Dental  School.  He  entered  upon  his  connections  with  Tufts  College 
as  instructor  in  1900.  In  1911  he  was  made  assistant  professor  in  clinical  den- 
tistry, and  in  1913  he  began  full  professorship. 

When  the  Boston  Dispensary  enlarged  its  dental  department  he  was  made  a 
member  of  the  staff.  In  1917  he  was  appointed  Dean  of  Tufts  College  Dental 
School  and  served  there  until  his  death.  In  1927  he  was  awarded  a  medal  for 
outstanding  achievements  in  dentistry  by  the  Rhode  Island  State  Dental 
Association.  In  1929  he  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of 
Dentists. 

Doctor  Rice  was  a  Mason;  a  member  of  the  University  Club;  the  Twentieth 
Century  Club;  the  American  Academy  of  Dental  Science,  of  which  he  was 
President  in  1918  and  1919;  the  American  Dental  Association;  the  New  Eng- 
land Dental  Society,  of  which  he  was  President  in  1926;  and  the  Massachusetts 
Dental  Society,  of  which  he  was  President  in  1923.  He  was  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Guild  of  St.  Appolonia  and  President  of  the  Oral  Hygiene  of 
Boston  in  1925  and  1926.  At  one  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  Dental  Advisory 
Board  of  the  Department  of  Health  in  Massachusetts  and  served  as  President 
of  the  Central  Health  Council  of  Massachusetts  in  1924.  Doctor  Rice  received 
the  Doctor  of  Science  Degree  from  Tufts  College  in  1929.  He  was  Vice- 
President  of  the  Dental  Faculty  Association  of  the  American  University,  and 
Councillor  of  the  International  Society  for  Dental  Research.  As  an  author, 
Doctor  Rice  has  contributed  chapters  on  dental  hygiene  and  oral  prophylaxis 
to  "Turner's  Hygiene"  and  has  been  a  frequent  contributor  to  dental  literature. 
At  a  dinner  given  in  his  honor  on  March  31,  1917,  at  the  time  Doctor  Rice  was 
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made  dean  of  Tufts  Dental  School,  it  was  said  of  him  "Those  who  know  Doctor 
Rice,  and  have  been  associated  with  him  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
the  various  positions  he  has  filled,  feel  that  the  quality  of  what  he  does  is  as 
important  with  him  as  the  fact  of  it,  and  both  these  are  what  they  are  by 
reason  of  the  high  principles  and  motives  from  which  they  spring. 

Endowed  with  a  happy,  buoyant  sociability,  Doctor  Rice  was  not  only  social 
with  his  family  and  friends  and  those  specially  congenial  but  was  peculiarly 
sensitive  with  those  contacts  where  there  was  heed  of  sympathy,  with  those  in 
the  midst  of  affliction,  sickness,  loss  or  disappointment.  In  his  relation  with 
students,  instructors  and  bodies  of  Alumni  he  was  not  more  welcome  for  his 
suggestions  and  help  than  for  his  cheer,  appreciation  and  friendliness.  For 
student  uplift  he  inaugurated  the  Robert  R.  Andrews  Society;  for  pecuniary 
help,  the  Lending  Fund ;  for  the  good  of  all,  the  Field  Day.  His  kindness  and 
sympathy  kept  him  sweet  and  human  to  the  end.

New  Dental   Legislation 

The  Secretary  presented  a  bill  to  the  General  Court,  amending  Section  & 
of  Chapter  112  of  the  General  Laws  to  read  thus: 

Section  50.  Any  person  who  owns  or  carries  on  a  dental  practice  or  busi 
ness,  or  who,  by  himself,  his  servants  or  agents,  or  by  contract  with  others 
takes  any  impression  of  the  human  teeth  or  jaws,  or  performs  any  operatioi 
or  makes  examination,  with  the  intention  of  performing  or  causing  to  be  per 
formed  any  operation  on  the  human  teeth  or  jaws  or  who  describes  himself  b] 
the  word  "dentist"  or  like  word,  or  the  letters  "D.  D.  S."  or  other  like  letter: 
or  other  like  title  in  connection  with  his  name,  or  who  advertises  by  sign,  card 
circular,  pamphlet  or  newspaper,  or  otherwise  indicates  that  he  by  contrac 
with  others,  or  by  himself,  his  servants  or  agents,  will  take  any  impression  o: 
the  human  teeth  or  jaws  or  perform  any  operation  or  make  examination,  wit! 
the  intention  of  performing  or  causing  to  be  performed  any  operation  on  th< 
human  teeth  or  jaws,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  practicing  dentistry  within  th< 
meaning  of  sections  forty-three  to  fifty-three,  inclusive,  and  section  sixty-five. 

This  bill  was  passed  by  the  General  Court  and  signed  by  His  Excellency 
Governor  James  M.  Curley. 
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Other  Activities 

The  Board  eliminated  the  Gold  Foil  Filling  requirement  and  substituted  a 
more  comprehensive  practical  examination.  It  may  be  here  remarked  that  this 
change  has  met  with  almost  universal  approval  on  the  part  of  dental  educa- 
tors. 

The  Board  eliminated  all  reciprocal  examinations. 

The  Board  also  requested  that  all  Class  A  dental  schools  include  in  their 
curriculum  "a  practical  and  thorough  course  in  first-aid  treatments." 

The  Board  also  notified  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  what  it  believed  the 
dental  requirements  should  be  for  a  Civil  Service  candidate. 

The  Board  with  the  aid  of  its  State  Police  Officer,  William  H.  Delay,  made 
a  very  thorough  investigation  of  all  the  practicing  dentists  and  hygienists  in 
the  State,  and  as  a  result  the  annual  registration  this  year  was  the  best  it  has 
ever  been.

Dr.  Frederick  A.  Keyes,  D.M.D.,  L.L.D. 

1885-1938

Dr.  Frederick  A.  Keyes,  known  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  United  States  as  the  Editor  of  the  Apollonian,  died  suddenly  at  his 
home,  35  Lyndhurst  Street,  Dorchester,  July  26,  1938. 

Dr.  Keyes  was  born  in  Boston,  December  19,  1885.  He  was  educated 
in  the  Boston  Public  Schools  and  was  graduated  from  Harvard  University 
Dental  School  in  1908,  with  the  degree  of  D.M.D.  Immediately  upon  his 
graduation  he  began  to  practice  his  profession  in  Boston.  From  a  humble 
beginning  he  rose  to  be  a  leader  in  his  profession.  Apart  from  an  exact- 
ing office  practice,  his  dental  interests  were  many.  As  a  writer,  author 
and  editor,  Dr.  Keyes  contributed  outstanding  articles  to  many  dental 
journals  and  his  editorials  in  the  Apollonian  were  always  eagerly  read 
by  all. 

He  was  the  first  curator  of  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary  and  was  also 
a  member  of  the  dental  staff  of  the  Mattapan  State  Hospital.  He  was  the 
founder  and  a  charter  member  of  the  Boston  Guild  of  St.  Appollonia.  He 
was  also  a  member  of  the  American  Dental  Association  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Dental  Society  and  numerous  religious,  civic  and  fraternal 
organizations. 

During  the  World  War  he  wrote  a  book  on  Army  Dentistry,  which  was 
used  by  the  Army. 

He  was  awarded  an  honorary  degree  of  L.L.D.  by  Loyola  University 
in  1929  and  was  also  honored  by  Georgetown  Dental  School  in  1937. 

In  1931  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Dental  Examiners  by  Governor,  Joseph  B.  Ely  and  in  1936  he  was  re- 
appointed by  Governor  James  M.  Curley.  During  his  years  of  service 
on  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  he  helped  to  sponsor  dental  legislation 
which  was  enacted  and  is  now  a  law  prohibiting  dental  advertising. 
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He  also  was  instrumental  in  having  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners  make  new  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  examinations 
of  candidates. 

He  will  be  missed  by  his  many  friends  because  he  was  a  real  and  sincere 
character. 

A  Solemn  High  Requiem  Mass  was  celebrated  at  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Dorchester,  which  was  largely  attended  by  members  of  the  clergy,  Gov- 
ernor Charles.  F.  Hurley  and  delegates  and  representatives  of  the  various 
societies  and  organizations  to  which  he  belonged.

Dr.  Frank  J.  Fitz-Gibbon 

1873-1938 

"Behold  the  Heart  which  hath  so  loved  mankind." 

Dr.  Frank  J.  Fitz-Gibbon,  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of1 
Dental   Examiners,  died  early  on  the  morning  of  August  10,  1938,  at 
the  Providence  Hospital,  in  Holyoke,  Massachusetts,  after  a  short  illness. 

Dr.  Fitz-Gibbon  was  born  in  Holyoke,  November  19,  1873,  son  of  John 
J.  and  Mary  A.  (Sullivan)  Fitz-Gibbon.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  city  and  was  graduated  from  the  Philadelphia  Dental 
College  in  1901,  with  the  degree  of  D.  D.  S. 

Immediately  upon  his  graduation,  he  began  to  practice  his  profession 
in  Holyoke.  He  built  up  a  very  successful  practice  in  a  short  time.  Aside 
from  being  a  leader  in  his  profession,  he  was  one  of  Holyoke's  most  loyal 
sons.  He  was  a  man  of  vision  and  courage  in  the  fields  of  finance  and 
business  and  was  regarded  at  his  death  as  the  wealthiest  of  all  dentists.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BOA  IF  DENTAL  EXAMINERS

Dear  Madam : — In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements,  the  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners  has  the  privilege  and  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  its  fifty-fourth  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1940. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  are:  Dr.  William  H.  Canavan, 
Chairman,  Boston ;  Dr.  Francis  M.  Cahill,  Secretary,  Worcester ;  Dr.  Arthur  C. 
Wilson,  Salem ;  Dr.  William  J.  Quinn,  Springfield ;  Dr.  T.  P.  Ernest  Greene,  New 
Bedford. 

Appointment 

Dr.  William  H.  Canavan  was  re-appointed  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Leverett 
Saltonstall,  April  24,  1940,  and  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Council  May  1,  1940. 

Annual  Meeting 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  was  held  in  the  State 
House,  Boston,  on  December  20,  1939.  Dr.  William  H.  Canavan  was  re-elected  Chair- 
man and  Dr.  Francis  M.  Cahill  was  re-elected  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Greene  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Quinn  that  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  be  accepted  as  read.    Motion  carried. 

Other  Activities 

Four  hundred  and  eight  investigations  were  made  in  regard  to  alleged  violations 
of  the  dental  laws.  Seven  persons  were  arrested  and  prosecuted  for  the  illegal  practice 
of  dentistry. 

One  dentist  had  his  license  suspended  for  violation  of  Section  61,  Chapter  112,  of  the 
General  Laws.  Five  dentists  were  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Board  to  answer 
charges  for  violations  of  Section  61,  Chapter  112,  of  the  General  Laws.  Four  dentists 
were  summoned  into  court,  found  guilty  and  fined  for  violation  of  Section  44,  Chapter 
112,  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Board  with  the  aid  of  its  State  Police  Officer,  James  F.  Conniff,  made  a  very 
thorough  investigation  of  all  the  practicing  dentists  and  dental  hygienists  in  the  state, 
and  as  a  result  the  annual  registration  was  very  good. 

National  Meeting 

Dr.  William  J.  Quinn  was  elected  by  the  Board  to  represent  it  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners,  held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
the  week  of  September  8th.  Much  information  valuable  to  the  state  and  the  Board 
is  obtained  through  attendance  of  representatives  of  our  Board  at  these  meetings. 

Dates  of,  and  Places  Whede  Examinations  Were  Held 

The  Board  held  its  June  examinations  for  candidates  for  registration  in  dentistry 
and  dental  hygiene  on  June  10,  11,  12  and  13th. 

The  practical  examinations  for  dental  candidates  were  held  at  Tufts  and  Harvard 
Dental   Schools,  and  for  hygienists  at  the  Forsyth  Dental   Infirmary. 
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The  theoretical  examinations  for  all  candidates  were  held  at  the  State  House. 

The  fall  examinations  for  dental  and  dental  hygienists'  candidates  were  held  on 
September  23,  24  and  25.  The  practical  examinations  were  held  at  the  Forsyth 
Dental  Infirmary  on  September  23,  and  the  theoretical  examinations  for  all  candidates 
were  held  at  the  State  House,  September  24  and  25. 

At  ths  time  the  Board  wishes  to  publicly  thank  these  three  institutions  for  their 
cooperation. 

The  Board  also  at  this  time  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  courtesy  and 
cooperation  it  has  received  from  the  Attorney  General's  office  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety.  It  also  wishes  to  especially  thank  Assistant-Attorney  General, 
Edward  O.  Proctor,  and  State  Police  Officer,  James  F.  Conniff.
